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pose  to  strengthen  the  popular  power  in  Ireland,  by 
giving  the  Catholics  their  fair  share  of  representa¬ 
tion  in  Town  Councils,  while  he  resists  any  abate¬ 
ment  of  the  great  grievance  of  the  Irish  Church. 

We  could  understand  him  if  he  said,  *  I  will  ac- 

*  quiesce  in  the  reform  and  establishment  of  Corpo- 

*  rations,*  1  am  obliged  to  submit  to  the  re- 

*  duction  of  the  sinecure  part  of  the  Church  Esta- 

*  blishment,  as  the  new  power  of  the  Catholic  peo- 
‘  pie  is  the  less  dangerous  to  the  Church  Establish- 

*  ment  in  proportion  to  the  diminished  obnoxious- 

*  ness  of  the  Church  Establishment.* 

This  reasoning  we  could  follow,  but  we  cannot 
understand  him  when  he  says  *  I  consent  to  strengthen 

*  the  hands  of  the  Catholic  body  on  the  condition  of 

*  leaving  the  yoke  on  their  shoulders  of  undiininished 

*  magnitude  and  weight.  I  will  admit  theAi  to  a 

*  participation  in  municipal  rights  and  privileges, 
‘  provided  their  increment  of  |>ower  is  accompanieil 

*  with  no  abatement  of  their  main  cause  of  hostility 

*  to  the  Protestant  Church.  I  will  submit  to  estal^ 

*  lish  popular  batteries  in  the  great  towns  of  Ire- 

*  land,  stipulating  only  that  the  Irish  Church,  with 
‘  its  range  of  dead  walls,  remains  as  large  a  mark 
‘  for  attack  us  at  the  present  moment.* 

Sir  Robert  Peel  knows  full  well  that,  so  long  as  the 
Irish  groan  under  the  grievances  of  the  excesses  of 
the  Irish  Church,  they  will  use  all  their  powers  to 
relieve  themselves  of  the  yoke,  and  that  every  fresh 
power  they  obtain  must  increase  the  peril  of  the 
galling  redundiint  Establishment ;  supposing  him  to 
be  consistent  his  design,  therefore,  must  be  to  get  rid 
of  the  odium  of  resisting  the  extension  of  municipal 
privileges  to  Ireland  by  contriving  a  sham  reform 
favouring  the  Orange  party  by  a  high  qualiAcation. 

We  lately  reproached  Mr  (VConnell  for  pretend¬ 
ing  that  any  modification  of  the  burden  of  main¬ 
taining  the  Church — any  mere  shifting  of  hands  for  the 
payment,  and  for  the  receipt  of  the  imposts,  would 
satisfy  the  people  of  Ireland.  lie  now  honestly 
declares— 

"In  discussing  tithes  they  might  say  that  they  would 
make  a  satisfactory  arrangement  by  calling  tithes  a  rent- 
charge,  and  placing  the  burden  on  the  landlords,  which  the 
landlords  would  afterwards  place  upon  the  tenants ;  but  the 
people  of  Ireland  could  not  thus  be  deluded.  The  essential 
difficulty  in  this  question  had  been  overlooked,  or  it  had  been 
placed  hy  the  right  hon.  gentleman  in  the  background.  The 
great  difficulty  of  the  Irish  tithe  question  was,  that  there 
were  in  Ireland  persons  who  did  not  belong  to  the 

established  church.  •  *  The  attempts  made  for  the  set¬ 

tlement  of  tithes  ought  to  be  of  as  conciliatory  a  nature  as 
possible,  the  people  of  Ireland  having  arrived  at  the  convic¬ 
tion  that  to  a  church  to  which  they  did  not  belong  they  were 
not  bound  to  contribute.** 

To  talk  of  the  mere  commutation  of  tithe  into 
rent  charge,  aa  the  settlement  of  the  tithe  question, 
is,  to  the  last  degree  idle.  It  will  be  an  unsettle- 
ment  of  the  old  law  without  any  settlement  of  the 
new.  The  glaring  abuses  of  the  Church  remaining 
unabated,  a  new  agitation  against  it  will  soon  be 


obliged  to  waive  it.  Two  years  ago  we  published 
the  fact,  which  was,  indeed,  no  secret,  that  Mr 
O'Connell  and  other  leaders  of  the  Irish  party  were 
urging  Government  to  give  way  on  this  point.  The 
ground  upon  whicli  Ministers  had  taken  their  stand 
broke  under  them  when  the  representatives  of  Ire¬ 
land  not  merely  consentetl  to  take,  but  insisted  on 
haying  a  tithe’s  commutation  bill  without  the  appro¬ 
priation  which  had  been  before  declared  the  very 
heart  essential  to  its  vitality. 

And  why  do  not  Ministers  frankly  avow  this  the 
true  cause  of  their  changing  their  ground  ?  Why 
does  Lord  John  Russell  allege  that  it  is  the  hostility 
of  England  which  causes  him  to  yield  when  it  is, 
ill  truth,  the  changed  views  of  the  Irish  chiefs  ? 
Why  does  he  quote  Lord  Grey’s  opinion,  that  Eng¬ 
lish  prejudices  would  prevail  against  tlie  just  reiluc- 
tion  of  the  Irish  Church,  and  make  a  parade  of  the 
admission  that  such  has  been  the  fact,  and  that  the 
Appropriation  Principle  is  indeed  impracticable. 

It  is  true  that  the  majority  of  the  English  Mem¬ 
bers  are  hostile  to  the  Appropriation  Principle  ;  but 
does  it  thence  follow  that  the  majority  and  the  sense 
of  the  people  are  against  it  ?  If  so,  upon  the  same 
data  it  may  be  argueil  that  England  is  opposeil  to 
Lord  MellK>nrne*8  Administration,  and  Lord  John 
Russell  would  be  as  much  bound  to  abandon  the 
Government  as  the  Appropriation  Principle.  Lord 
John  Russell,  however,  know's  full  well  that  Eng¬ 
land  is  not  fairly  rciiresented  by  its  Tory  majority 
of  Members,  many  of  whom  have  obtained  their  seats 
by  the  most  prodigal  bribery  or’  the  most  cruel  co¬ 
ercion. 

And  what  is  the  date  of  this  question  pronounce^ 
hopeless? — Three  years — a  question  three  years  old ! 
— an  Ishmael  deserted  in  its  infancy,  and  an  Ishniael 
that  will  nevertheless  grow  to  a  name  of  terror. 
When  before  was  a  question  of  four  years’  discussion 
despaired  of,  and  a  question  carried  in  the  House  of 
Commons  ?  How  long  was  Lord  John  in  travail 
with  Parliamentary  Reform  ?  There  was  a  time, 
indeed,  when  he  gave  it,  up  as  iiopele^,  us  he  now 
talks  of  the  Appropriation  Principle  as  impracticable, 
but  opinion  was  quietly  and  silently  strengthening, 
and  only  waiting  its  provocation  for  an  overwhelming 
demonstration.

THE  CONCESSIONS. 

We  look  upon  Sir  Robert  Peel’s  concession  of  some 
port  of  Municipal  Reform  in  exchange  for  the  suspen- 
tton  of  the  appropriation  principle,  as  a  skilful  stroke 
of  party  policy.  Upon  the  Irish  Cor{X)rationH  ques¬ 
tion  the  Tories  had  bemired  themselves,  set  them- 
aelves  fast  in  a  slough  of  public  odium.  They  couUl 
not  pretend  that  upon  this  subject  the  opinion  of 
England  was  with  them,  they  had  been  beaten  by 
overwhelming  majorities,  and  by  English  majorities. 
It  was  natural  that  their  leader  should  desire  to 
»hift  his  footing,  and,  standing  deep  in  the  mire,  he 
asks  Lonl  John  Russell  to  descend  from  the  high 
ground  of  the  point  of  honour  of  the  appropriation 
principle,  and  meet  him  half  way — in  other  words, 
he  says,  let  me  get  half  way  out  of  the  dirt,  and  do 
you  in  return  come  down  half  way  into  it.  With  all 
his  heart  Lord  John  accedes,  satisAed  in  his  -own 
mind  that  he  is  not  surrendering  the  appropriation 
principle,  but  only  leaving  it  behind  him.  The  two 
rival  chiefs  upon  these  terms  meet,  and  like  the  two 
Kings  of  Brentford,  present  a  beautiful  spectacle  of 
amity  in  smelling  to  the  same  nosegay.  The  House 
of  Commons  is  in  raptures,  the  Pre.ss  is  in  raptures, 
oNMes  omnia  bona  dicere  et  laudare  is  the  fashion. 
Sir  Robert  Peel  is  to  have  credit  for  the  best  inten¬ 
tions  to  Ireland.  Toryism  has  suddenly  ceased  to 
be  factious,  and  is  actuated  by  the  most  patriotic 
motives. 

We  have  seen  in  our  time  more  than  one  pas- 
nge  of  this  kind,  and  in  no  one  instance  has  it 
led  to  the  temple  of  Concord.  It  just  ailbrds  op¬ 
portunity  for  the  parade  of  conciliatory  sentiments 
and  a  generous  sacriAce  of  some  national  interest. 
The  sudden  amicable  spirit  is  like  the  fondling  of ; 


be  charged  with  any  preference  of  party  interests  to 
public  interests, — on  the  contrary,  they  have  agreed 
to  Aing  down  the  great  barrier  between  the  Tories 
and  office.  Wc  think  their  policy  shortsighted,  but 
no  selAsh  object  for  it  is  assignable. 

With  the  feelings  of  Mr  Ward,  the  Hagur  of  the 
Ishniael, 


we  heartily  sympathize,  and  we  enter  into 
the  views  with  which  he  thought  it  incumbent  on 
him  to  declare  that  he  would  divide  the  House  in  the 
reassertion  of  the  Appropiiutiori  Principle.  But, 
on  consideration,  he  will  probably  feel  that  if  there 
be  another  way  of  distinctly  signifying  the  intentions 
of  English  and  Irish  Reformers  to  adhere  to  the 
principle,  and  on  every  Atting  opportunity  to  strive 
to  carry  it  into  legislative  eflTect,  it  will  be  better  to 
avoid  a  division  in  the  Liberal  ranks. 

What  is  to  be  guarded  against  is  any  plea  here¬ 
after  that  the  Appropriation  Principle  was  aban¬ 
doned  by  compact,  as  it  has  been  pretended  that 
there  was  a  bargain  for  the  Anality  of  tne  Reform  Bill. 

A  distinct  explanation  on  this  head  would  serve  all 
the  oreaent  purposes  of  a  division.  And  there 
should  be  no  disguise  about  future  intentions  in  kny 
section  of  the  Liberal  party.  Ministers  will  do  them¬ 
selves  honour  by  explaining  whether  they  shall  feel 
themselves  at  liberty  hereafter  to  propose  the  reduc¬ 
tion  of  the  Irish  Church,  and  the  appropriation  of 
its  surplus  funds  to  educational  uses.  They  owe 
this  statement,  we  think,  to  their  Hadical  friends, 
and  they  owe  it  to  their  Tory  opponents.

THE  NEGRO  QUESTION. 

The  resolution  of  May  the  22d,  for  the  imme- 
'  diate  emancipation  of  the  negroes,  has  been  nullified 
by  the  resolution  of  a  large  majority,  declaring  the 
inexpediency  of  carrying  the  former  resolution  into 
effect.  After  this  vote,  we  cannot  allow  our  wishes  to 
influence  our  hopes  so  much  as  to  hold  out  the  ex¬ 
pectation  that  the  point  will  be  carried  in  Parliu- 
ment  by  jierseverance  in  agitation.  If  the  term  of 
modified  slavery  were  four  or  five  years,  the  zeal 
of  the  negroes’  friends  might  be  successfully  run 
against  it ;  but  the  remaining  short  two  years  of  the 
apprenticeship  will  in  all  probability  have  expired 
before  the  obstinacy  of  the  majority  opposed  to 
earlier  emancipation  can  he  conquered  by  the  force 
of  opinion  directed  against  it.  The  shorter  the 
time  the  greater  the  difficulty  ;  but  there  is  this 
comfort,  that  a  short  time  brings  the  evil  to  an  end.

the  poor-rate.  Sir  Robert,  in  effect,  insisted  on  con¬ 
fining  the  franchise  to  a  very  small  class  In  which 
the  strength  of  the  Protestants  lies,  and  excluding 
the  classes  in  which  the  strength  of  the  Catholics 
lies.  It  was  plainly  a  scheme  to  establish  munici¬ 
pal  oligarchies.  Mr  O’Connell  grappled  vigorously 
with  the  attempt  and  exposed  its  character;  and 
Lord  John  Russell  rose  and  proposed  that,  as  Sir 
R.  Peel  insisted  that  the  poor-rate  should  be  made 
the  tost  of  value,  and  as  that  test  would  obviously 
have  the  effect  of  raising  the  qualification  beyond 
what  was  contemplated,  in  place  of  ten  pounds,  to 
be  ascertained  by  the  ordinary  mode,  a  rale  of  five 
pounds  should  1^  adopted  in  both  large  and  smaller 
towns,  that  sum  having  been  originally  fixed  as  the 
standard,  independently  of  the  rate.  Sir  Robert 
Peel  protested  strongly  against  this  change,  and 
pledged  himself  to  adhere  to  the  10/.  qualification 
tested  by  the  poor-rate.  The  House  divided,  and  Lord 
John  Russell  carried  his  point  by  a  majority  of  26. 
U;>oii  this  Sir  Robert  Peel  declared  that  he  would 
have  nothing  more  to  do  with  the  bill  in  committee, 
but  that  when  the  report  is  brought  up  he  will  again 
move  the  adoption  of  the  10/.  qualiflcation,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  poor-rate,  and  divide  the  House.  So  far  we 
have  reason  to  be  satisfied.  Lord  John  Russell 
took  the  right  course  with  promptitude  and  decision, 
and  the  result  will  raise  the  spirit  and  strengthen 
the  confidence  of  the  Liberal  party,  and  both  cer¬ 
tainly  much  wanted  something  to  reanimate  them. 

Sir  Robert  Peel  has  overreached  himself  by  mak¬ 
ing  so  bold  an  attempt  to  establish  an  Orange 
franchise;  had  he  proceeded  more  subtlely  he  might 
have  proved  more  successful,  and,  as  it  is.  Ministers 
have  again  the  bcuefit  of  a  blunder  of  their  adver¬ 
sary,  and  well  has  Lord  John  Russell  acquitted  him¬ 
self  in  dealing  with  it.  If  they  keep  to  their  present 
ground  they  will  do  well ;  but,  after  the  fate  of  the 
appropriation  principle,  can  we  be  blamed  for  the 
mistrust  of  resolution  we  have  expressed  in  the  pre¬ 
ceding  article.  We  are  not,  however,  now  afraid  of 
any  injurious  concession  in  the  passage  of  the  bill 
through  the  House  of  Commons,  but  in  the  House 
of  Peers  the  Orange  qualification  will  be  introduced, 
and  when  it  comes  down  again  to  the  Commons  is 
the  danger  of  some  compromise  between  the  qualifi¬ 
cation  proposed  by  Lord  John  Russell  and  that  of 
Sir  Robert  Peel,  and  any  such  compromise  would 
give  a  great  advantage  to  the  Orange  party. 

We  have  seen  too  much  promise  of  firmness  at 
one  time,  followed  by  faltering  at  another,  to  tri¬ 
umph  before  the  end  of  a  struggle  of  this  kind ;  but 
up  to  the  present  stage  of  the  matter,  to  far  as  the 
Corporations*  Bill  is  concerned,  l.ord  John  Rus¬ 
sell's  conduct  has  our  hearty  admiration.

FRUITS  OF  THE  ANTI. POOR  LAW 
AGITATION. 

The  attempts  to  inflame  the  people  against  the 
New  Poor  Law,  the  incendiary  language  uttered  by 
such  men  us  Mr  Oastler  and  Mr  Stephen,  and 
countenanced  by  such  men  as  Mr  Fielden  and  Lord 
Stanhope,  have  at  last  had  the  horrible  effect  to  be 
expected  from  them.  Blood  has  been  spilt,  the 
blood  of  the  innocent,  and  the  blood  of  the 
misguided.  The  melancholy  details  will  be  found 
in  another  part  of  our  paper. 

The  riot  in  Kent  was  produced  and  headed  by 
a  madman.  He  was  the  firebrand,  but  who  pre¬ 
pared  the  combustibles?  They  who  have  been  in¬ 
flaming  the  minds  of  the  ignorant  for  the  lust  two 
years,  the  coadjutors  of  Mr  Fielden  and  Lord  Stan¬ 
hope,  the  Oastlers,  Stephens,  and,  besides  them,  the 
Tory  spoiiters  for  party  purposes  on  the  hustings 
at  the  la.st  elections.  The  only  matter  of  surprise 
is  that  this  wickedness  did  not  sooner  produce  an 
explosion.  In  the  report  of  proceedings  in  the 
House  of  Lords  on  Thurwlay  night,  it  npjiears  that 
Lord  Winchilsea,  in  a  tone  of  much  agitation, 
asked  Lord  Melbourne  whether  he  had  intelligence 
of  the  riot,  with  the  frightful  loss  of  life,  in  Kent. 
Lord  Winchilsea’s  agitation  was  but  natural,  but  it 
is  to  be  regretted  that  he  did  not  feel  some  portion 
of  it  when  those  inflammatory  tirades  were  uttered 
which  have  contributed  to  the  catastrophe,  the  news 
of  which  so  strongly  aflected  him. 

Lord  Winchilsea,  when  he  sees  such  horrible  con¬ 
sequences  of  violence,  will,  it  must  be  hoped,  learn 
to  subdue  his  own.  He  was  the  Nobleman  who 
set  the  example  of  declaring,  in  his  place  in  the 
House  of  Peers,  that  he  would  put  the  man  to 
death  with  his  own  hands  who  had  written  some 
contemptible  libel  on  the  Queen  Adelaide.  The 
language  passed  uiirebuked,  though  Bishops  were 
present.  But  now,  with  extreme  agitation,  he  asks 
a^ut  acts  of  sanguinary  violence,  he  himsdf,  in  the 
highest  judicial  tribunal,  having  declared  his  readi¬ 
ness  to  violate  the  law  of  God  and  man. 

We  call  this  fact  to  recollection,  as  it  should  serve 
for  a  warning  against  ebullitions  of  such  pernicious 
example,  not  from  any  ill-will  to  Lord  Winchilsea, 
whose  character,  so  far  as  we  can  speak  of  it  from 
report,  is  as  much  marked  with  features  of  gene¬ 
rosity  as  extrav^ance,  and  has  all  the  merits,  os 
well  a#  all  the  tiuilts,  that  can  belong  to  an  impe¬ 
tuous  nature. 

The  blood  that  has  been  spilt  in  Kent  must  sicken 
many  an  ^  anti- Poor  Law  agitator  j  but  the  moral 
responsibility  does  not  end  there.  Have  the  chiefs

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MR  CARLYLE’S  LECTURES. 
jriirTH  AKD  TENTH. 

The  French  nttion  and  ita  literature  occupied 
lecture  the  ninth.  Something  national  perhaps,  in 
spite  of  the  wideness  of  his  philosophy,  inclines  Mr 
Carlyle,  as  we  think,  to  underrate  both  the  French 
in  general  and  their  great  litterateur  Voltaire; 
though  at  the  close  of  his  objections  to  both 
(mixed  with  praise  too)  he  seemed  to  doubt  whether 
be  had  quite  done  them  justice,  especially  Voltaire. 
The  French,  as  a  nation,  **  go  together,**  he  says  ; 
which  the  Italians  unluckily  do  not  (Napoleon  said 
that  if  they  did,  they  would  again  be  at  the  head  of 
the  world);  but  it  is  a  physical  or  animal  going 
together,  not  that  of  any  steady  final  purpose. 
There  has  been  hitherto  too  much  truth  in  this. 
Mr  Carlyle  acknowledged  the  wit  and  extraordinary 
talents  of  Voltaire,  but  said  there  was  nothing  final 
or  to  great  purpose  even  in  him  ;  that  all  inodero 
scepticism  was  mere  contradiction,  which  discovered 
no  new  truth ;  and  that  Voltaire  knew  absolutely 
nothing  of  Christianity.  The  truth  in  these  state* 
ments  appears  to  us  to  be  mixed  with  implied  deduc¬ 
tions  not  quite  so  true.  Voltaire  was  certainly  a 
puller  down,  and  no  builder;  and  modern  scepticism 
has  been  chiefly  made  up  of  contradiction  ;  but  this 
pulling  down  and  this  contradiction  appear  to  have 
been  necessary  to  the  due  development  of  Chris¬ 
tianity  itself,  and  to  the  clearing  away  of  a  quantity 
of  pestilential  stuff  which  bigots  and  men  of  the 
world  were  insisting  we  should  take  for  it.  And 
Voltaire*s  Christianity  in  the  mean  time,  though  he 
was  greatly  mistaken  as  to  thinking  that  his  criti¬ 
cisms  on  the  historical  letter  of  it,  and  its  violations, 
contained  the  final  philosophy  of  the  matter,  was 
better  than  he  supposed  it ;  for,  as  Mr  Carlyle  ac¬ 
knowledges,  he  had  a  kind  heart  and  was  **  benefi¬ 
cent  ;  **  and  few  things  have  been  more  Christian 
than  his  conduct  in  the  famous  cases  of  Calas  and 
Sirven.  To  say  that  the  French  genius  has  evinced. 
**  nothing  original,**  seems  to  us  most  extraordinary  ; 
and  agreeably  to  this  dictum,  we  cannot  but  think 
the  lecturer  greatly  undervalued  (though  he  praised 
them  too)  the  hearty  thinking  of  Montaigne, 
(whom  he  scarcely  said  more  of  than  that  he  was 
an  **  honest  sceptic  **)  ;  the  excessive  unction  of  the 
humour  of  Rabelais  (whom  we  nevertheless,  for 
our  parts,  loathe  and  riot  in  by  turns) ;  the  very 
.original,  surely,  and  worlddnfluencing  egotism  of' 
Rousseau ;  and  even  the  uncompromising  and  uii- 
r  imaginative  scepticism  of  Bayle,  who,  we  confess, 
does  not  at  all  appear  to  us  a  **  dull  **  writer,  though 
,  he  often  wastes  a  great  deal  of  bookishness  upon 
points  not  worth  his  dialectics.  Then  what  of 
Moliere  ?  tvhat  of  Marot  ?  what  of  Claude,  the 
most  beautifully  ideal  of  landscape  painters  ? 

In  his  Friday’s  lecture  Mr  Carlyle  came  back  into 
England ;  and  after  being  eloquent  on  **  silence,** 
and  telling  us  that  **  speech  is  what  you  are  hearing 
now,  hut  eternity  is  silent — all  great  things  are 
silent** — proceeded  to  show  us  that  there  may  be 
also  very  good  things  in  speech,  though  what  he 
said  was  at  the  expense  of  **  logic,**  which  he 
handled  very  unceremoniously  as  a  thing  that  in 
vain  attempted  to  equalize  itself  with  mathematics, 
—showing  (in  a  very  striking  way)  how  impossible 
it  was  lor  words,  to  which  people  attach  different 
meanings,  ever  to  come  to  any  certain  conclusion 
upon  the  highest  points.  He  spoke  of  modern 
England,  in  comparison  with  other  nations,  as 
chiefly  remarkable  for  being  in  **  earnest.*’  Watt 
with  his  machinery  was  in  earnest;  Whitfield  with 
his  Methodism  was  in  earnest  (Methodum  should 
rather  have  been  associated  with  Wesley) ;  John¬ 
son  with  his  belief,  or  his  attempts  at  belief,  was 
in  earnest ;  Hume  with  his  scepticism  was  in  ear¬ 
nest.  He  assigned  formalism”  as  the  character 
of  the  age  of  Queen  Anne  ;  characterized  Addison 
as  its  **  lay-preacher**  (which  is  what  Mandeville 
said  of  him,  though  in  less  reverent  words, — a 
**  parson  in  a  tye-wig**);  underrated  Steele,  we 
think,  as  a  mere  satellite  of  Addison  (  Steele  created 
all  the  characters  in  the  Spectator,  Tatter,  6lc,  with 
Sir  Roger  at  the  bead  of  them,  and  wrote  all  the 
afl'ecting  stories) ;  and  pronounced,  as  Hazlitt  and 
others  ^ve  done.  Swift  to  be  the  greatest  man  of 
that  period.  There  was  *’  sympathy  in  his  indigna¬ 
tion.**  Pope,  to  our  surprise,  he  did  but  barely 
mention ;  and  Drydeu  he  thought  a  greater  genius 
than  his  age  allowed  him  to  show  himself  an  j 
opiuion  we  must  doubt.  In  Dryden,  complexion 
—the  physical — ^predominated  greatly  over  all  other  | 
faculties,  though  united  inde^  with  a  robust  and 
harmonious  go^  sense  ;  but  be  wanted  imagination 
and  sentiment  for  the  higher  order  of  genius.  The 
lecturer  concluded,  at  some  length,  with  admirable 
accounts  of  Johnson  and  Hume,  over-rating  the 
former,  p^haps  out  of  a  respect  for  his  sufierings 
and  religious  seal,  and  under- rating  the  anti-bigotted 
good  done  by  the  latter,  in  dblike  of  a  scepticism 
that  ends  in  nothing.  The  audience  were  greatly 
delighted  with  his  lively  and  panegyrical  account  of

HAYMARKET. 

The  White  Horse  of  the  Peppers, 

The  estate  of  Gerald  Pepper  (Power)  has  been 
forfeited  in  consequence  of  nis  adherence  to  King 
James,  and  bestowed  on  Hans  Mansfelt  (Mr  Web¬ 
ster),  a  Dutch  officer  in  the  service  of  William. 
Gerald  determines  to  give  the  Dutchman  such  a 
sickening  of  Irish  manners,  Irish  travelling,  Irish 
living,  Irish  lodging,  and  Irish  rioting  as  to  make 
him  glad  to  get  rid  of  his  new  possession  on  any 
terms.  With  this  design,  which  he  communicates 
to  his  people,  he  disguises  himself  as  a  sort  of  scare¬ 
crow  errant,  and  contrives  to  get  employed  by  Hom 
Mansfelt  to  guide  him  to  his  domain.  He  acquits 
himself  of  this  office  with  such  success  as  to  cause 
the  Dutchman  to  lose  his  horse  in  a  bog,  w’hich, 
however,  Gerald  denies  to  be  losing  a  horse,  inas¬ 
much  as  the  horse  w'ill  be  sure  to  be  found  again 
where  it  has  sunk  ;  and  he  finally  brings  the  new 
proprietor  to  a  ruinous  roofless  building,  in  a  barren 
boggy  country,  to  which  he  gives  the  title  of  the 
forfeited  place.  Here  Hans  is  regaled  with  a  supper 
of  potatoes  and  point,  i.e.  potatoes  rubbed  against  a 
reu  herring  for  a  delicate  taste  of  the  salt.  This 
pleasant  refreshment  to  a  weary  Dutchman  is  dis¬ 
turbed  by  a  riot  which  puts  Hans  in  fear  of  his  life, 
and  he  is  dropped  from  a  window  by  his  guide  to 
resume  his  wanderings.  He  finds  his  way  to  Ge¬ 
rald's  hospitable  abode,  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
which,  before  the  forfeiture,  the  owner  had  saved 
him  from  the  fury  of  the  people,  and  heartily  dis¬ 
gusted  with  King  William’s  gift,  and,  like  Richard, 
ready  to  give  a  kingdom  for  a  horse  to  fly  from  the 
scenes  of  such  disasters,  he  gbdiy  agrees  to  give  up 
all  his  bog  and  ruin  for  a  certain  celebrated  white 
horse  of  the  Peppers.  The  bargain  is  duly  struck 
and  ratified,  and  so  ends  the  piece  with  the  restora¬ 
tion  of  Gerald  to  the  seat  of  his  ancestors,  which  is 
happily  accompanied  with  King  William’s  pardon. 

The  success  of  the  piece  was  complete,  and  un¬ 
equivocally  attested  by  roars  of  laughter  from  be¬ 
ginning  to  end.  The  drollery  of  the  potatoes  and 
point  was  especially  relished  by  the  audience.  And 
here  we  must  raise  a  question,  presumptuous  us  it 
may  appear,  whether  this  is  the  genuine  potatoes  and 
point.  Our  notion  of  the  matter  is  this,  that  in 
flourishing  times,  in  the  high  and  palmy  state  of 
Irish  diet,  the  potatoc  is  nibbed  against  the  herring 
as  in  the  scene  above  mentioned,  but  when  in  scar¬ 
city  the  herring  disappears,  the  potutoe  is  pointed  to 
the  place  where  it  should  be,  and  that  this  is  pota¬ 
toes  and  point,  the  point  being  like  the  point  of  some 
epigrams,  void  of  any  particle  of  salt.  The  late  Sir 
Jonah  Barrington  was,  if  we  remember  correctly, 
our  authority  for  this  account  of  potatoes  and  point. 
The  author  of  the  Collegians  gives  nearly  the  same 
version  of  point ; — 

When  there’s  dry  piatez  on  the  table,  and  enough  of 
hungry  people  about  it,  and  the  fauiily  would  have,  niuy  be, 
only  one  bit  of  bacon  hanging  up  above  their  heads,  they’d 
peel  a  piatie  first,  aud  then  they’d  point  it  up  at  the  bacon, 
and  they’d  fancy  within  their  own  minds,  that  it  would  have 
the  taste  o’  the  mait  when  they’d  be  aten  it,  after.  That’s 
what  they  call  point,  sir.  A  cheap  sort  o’  diet  it  is,  lord 
help  us,  that’s  plenty  enough  umoug  the  poor  people  in  this 
country.  A  great  plan  for  making  a  small  bit  of  pork  go  a 
long  way  in  a  large  family.” 

But  waiving  the  point  whether  the  point  should  be 
point  blank  or  not,  the  scene  we  have  alluded  to 
was  acted  with  the  most  humorous  effect  by  Power, 
and  nis  vehement  protest  against  the  sacrilegious 
offer  of  the  Dutchman  to  eat  the  herring,  an  act  of 
extravagance  involving  the  clean  ruin  of  the  whole 
family,  and  the  air  with  which  he  showed  the  touch¬ 
ing  uses  of  the  herring  convulsed  the  house  with 
laughter.  We  quote  a  few  out  of  the  many  good 
jokes. 

When  the  Dutchman  answers  in  the  negative  in 
his  own  language,  and  says  “  neinf  Gerald  is  made 
at  last  to  comprehend  that  “  nine  in  Dutch  manes 
no;”  to  which  he  replies,  ”  Then  I  suppose  eighteen 
inanes  yis  ;  for  we  Irish  logicians  say  that  two  nig- 
gitations  makes  a  confirmation.” — When  the  Dutch¬ 
man’s  horse  is  swamped  in  the  bog,  Gerald  assures 
him  an  Irish  horse  would  have  stepped  over  it  **  as 
claue  as  a  new  pin.’*  The  Dutchman  thinks  he  has 
caught  him,  and  turns  upon  him  fiercely,  saying, 
”  Bote  dat  is  an  Irish  orse.” — “  Do  you  tell  me  so  *r” 
says  the  ready  guide  ;  ”  then  ita  keepin*  company 
with  them  Jarman  bosses  has  spylte  him.” 

Hans  accuses  Gerald  with  deceiving  him  into 
the  belief  that  the  castle  was  built  in  a  forest. — **  8o 
it  was  built  in  a  forest,  sure  enough,”  is  the  reply  ; 
”  Imt  that’s  a  long  time  ago.**— The  Dutchman 
wrings  his  hands  at  the  disappointment,  saying,  he 
thought  he  would  ”  gut  down  de  timbera.” — ”  That 
was  VCTy  cute  of  you,**  says  the  guide  ;  ”  but  there 
was  a  janius  in  the  famdy  thought  of  it  before  you  ; 
and  in  ray  own  beautiful  art  of  poetry  that’s  the  very 
way  the  joniuses  that  goes  before  us  ruins  us  inttrely, 
takin*  dirty  advantages  of  us,  sayin*  all  the  fine  things 
we  wesUd  smjf,  only  they  were  said  before  us,”

Power  was  never  more  at  home  than  in  this  ch 
racter,  which  gives  him  the  opportunity  of  dispUr 
ing  the  gallant,  free,  and  chivalrous  bearing  oTthe 
Irish  gentleman  as  well  as  the  humours  of  the  bov 
trotter.  ^

The  thief  is  a  gipsy,  whose  son,  Foxglove  (Mr  Perkisal 
had  for  some  petty  offence  been  sent  to  sea  by  the  cldtr 
Davenant,  and  wiiose  own  vindictiveness  is  stimnlatcd 
against  the  son  also,  in  whose  ship  he  serves,  sod  tbroi|^ 
whom  he  is  subjected  to  further  punishment.  The  loaiof 
the  child  preys  on  tha  heart  of  Fulalie  till  her  fisc; 
becomes  diseased.  She  strives  in  vain  to  be  happy  io  the 
affection  of  her  husband,  and  the  sudden  appesrescc  of  a 
little  gipsy  girl  with  flowers  (it  is  the  eve  of  May-day) 
works  her  to  frenzy,  against  which  she  almost  vaialy 
sti  uggles.  Her  jealousy  is  purposely  excited  by  the  rtvah|^ 
ful  gipsy,  and  she  is  deluded  into  believing  that  the  child 
(of  the  very  age  that  her  own  would  have  l^n),  is  theuff. 
spring  of  her  husband  and  FringeUa  (Miss  Cooper),  uneof 
the  wandering  tribe  which  has  again  come  into  the  iieit(kbour. 
hood.  During  the  night  of  agony  which  follows  a  vivid 
dream  leads  her,  still  sleeping,  to  the  encampment  of  the 
tribe,  which  she  reaches  just  before  Foxf^ove  ratsisi 
wounded  from  an  unsuccessful  attempt  at  burgUiyaad 
murder,  pursued  by  Z>aveiuiat  and  Compass  ( Mr  Strickiaod)^ 
his  old  h<>atswaiii,  and  now  his  bailiff.  The  pstrisreh  of  the 
tribe,  Barnubg  (Mr  Webster),  whosa  sged  frame  only  vain 
the  dawning  of  tfie  May-day  sun  to  shine  on  Us  dissidttUsi, 
and  who  reverts  with  fond  lingering  to  the  old  fsjth  or 
superstitions  of  their  race,  at  first  takes  her  for  a  spirit,  aid 
under  that  impression,  or  in  the  penitence  of  death,  reveab 
the  whole  history  to  Davenant,  and  ideatifled  the  littk 
gipsy  girl  to  EtdaUe  as  her  own.  The  curtain  fsUama 
Caleste,  in  her  own  expressive  mode,  depicts  ths  rsviibioa 
of  the  mother’s  feelings.  ’ 

We  are  sorry  to  say  that  we  think  The  MoAer, 
as  the  drama  is  called,  not  worthy  of  MrJrrrold, 
notwithstanding  the  many  fine  and  forcible  thiog» 
given  in  the  dialogue.  The  acting  is  very  good— 
Madame  Celeste  being  an  attitudinizing  MUi 
Kelly,  and  the  drama  having  been  wriuen  for 
that  peculiar  style.  Nor  should  we  omit  to  particu¬ 
larize  Mr  Perkins  for  a  general  manner  and  dreM  ia 
Foxglove  which  were  in  the  highest  taste  of  ruf¬ 
fianism.  Let  us  hope,  however,  to  find  Mr  Jerrod 
in  a  more  b.  coming  strain  when  we  ee3  hina  nex^f  r 
this  sort  of  thing  is  altogether  beneath  hiin.  We 
more  than  question  the  propriety  of  his  writing  for 
broken  Eng  ish  and  prosaic  convulsions,  but  be 
should  at  least  leave  the  fitting  cf  attitudes  to  tbcie 
whose  province  is  the  Christmas  pantomioie.  Ih* 
works,  to  sustain  his  reputation,  should  eoottui 
wit  and  p  ithos  af  the  most  genuine  order.

His  Qrace  of  Wellington,  who  on  the  present  occa. 
^^,^p(ated  for  Lord  Howe,  again  proved  his  taste  in 
I  a  greater  number  of  beautiful  and  masterly 
compositions  never  appeared  in  a  concert  bill.  That 
their  collocation  might  have  been  improved,  is  undeni- 
able  ’  the  sacred  and  the  profane  oaine  into  rather  too 
close  contact ;  but  in  a  miscellaneous  performance  it  is 
difficult  so  to  adjust  all  the  pieces  as  to  prevent  occa. 
cional  incongruities. 

The  Benedietus  by  Cherubini  is  a  lovely  quartet,  and 
ovns  no  superior,  except  that  of  Mozart,  which  is,  and 
probably  will  long  remain,  without  a  rival.  Both  were 
exceedingly  well  executed  ;  as  was  the  air  and  chorus  of 
Beetlioven,  a  slow  movement  in  one  of  his  pianoforte 
sonatas,  with  words  adapted  to  it  by  Mr  Gardiner  of 
Leicester,  and  introduced  in  his  pasticcio  oratorio, 
Judah.  Tlie  beauty  of  this  excited  a  sensation  so  un. 
usually  strong,  that  bad  two  or  three  of  the  audience 
screwed  their  courage  up  to  an  encore,  and  broken 
through  the  polite  restraint  which  reigns  at  the  Ancient 
Concert,  the  whole  room  would  have  been  seduced  to 
join  in  the  call.  Mrs  Shaw  gave  great  force  to  Winter’s 
very  pathetic  aria;  and  in  **  Non  temer,”  a  detached 
piece,  but  not  the  well-known  one  with  the  pianoforte 
accompaniment.  Mrs  Bishop  exerted  herself  to  the 
utmost  of  her  power.  To  Mr  Phillips  was  allotted  a 
fine  but  not  very  popular  song;  while  the  lovely  air 
from  Joshua,  which,  as  a  matter  of  right,  ought  to  have 
been  his,  was  given  to  a  young  singer,  who,  with  a  rich 
voice  and  a  good  delivery  of  it,  has  not  yet  experience 
and  feeling  enough  to  do  justice  to  a  composition  which 
requires  so  much  of  both.  “  Mad  Bess’*  was,  as  a 
whole,  sung  with  much  propriety  and  taste  by  Miss 
Bireh;  but  her  simulated  tremulousness  of  voice'at  the 
words  “cold  and  hungry  am  I  grown,'*  is  to  be  counted 
SQumg  those  mistakes  which  many  singers  are  apt  to  fall 
into;  and  the  concluding  part  of  the  cantata  was  a 
little  bordering  on  tlie  vulgar.  The  choruses  and  the 
iostrumenial’ piece  (why  only  one?)  were  admirably 
performed,  and  here  we  would  fain  ask  why  the  princi* 
pal  singers  stand  (or  rather  sit)  so  aloof  from  the  ma- 
drigsls?  They  might  lead  the  different  parts,  so</o  vocc, 
with  very  little  exertion,  and  make  the  performance  per¬ 
fect  at  the  smallest  possible  expense  of  strength  or 
hbour.  Another  question  we  beg  leave  to  ask  what 
can  be  the  motive  of  nearly  all  our  English  singers  for 
pronouncing  the  letter  e  in  Italian  in  a  manner  so  per* 
^ly  barbarous?  This  is  a  nuisance  rapidly  on  the 
ineriMsc,  arising  less  from  ignorance  than  adeciatiun,  and 
ought  to  be  speedily  abated.  It  will  hardly  be  credited 
by  those  who  have  not  witnessed  the  tolly,  that  in 
'*ords  having  an  e  in  the  middle,  as,  for  instance,  Dei, 
that  vowel  like  our  a  in  father  ;  and  when 
tho  «  is  final,  as  in  bene,  they  pronounce  it  like  the  e  in

I  were,  in  the  amplest  sense  of  the  term,  accomplished 
artists ;  but  their  want  of  knowledge  of  the  inecha- 
nicid  capabilities  of  their  art,  and  probably  the 
rudeness  of  their  implements,  prevent^  them*  from 
ever  attaining  a  complete  success.  Drevet  had  a 
greater  extent  of  madiial  dexterity  ;  but  in  the 
highest  qualities  of  his  profession  he  was  of^en  de¬ 
ficient.  Nothing,  however,  can  be  more  admirable, 
in  its  manner,  than  a  fine  proof  of  the  engraving,  by 
Paul  Pontius,  from  Rubens*  picture  of  the  Scythiau 
Queen  ordering  the  head  of  (.'yriis  to  be  dippeil  in 
the  bowl  of  blood— «Saria  te  sane^uine  quern  sitisti. 
But  great  as  is  the  praise  which  the  beautiful  edect 
of  this  print  deserves  and  exacts,  it  must  be  given 
with  the  qualification  that  the  means  by  which  it  is 
produced  are  crude  and  defective.  Among  the  past, 
therefore,  we  shall  never  find  a  refutation  of  our 
conjecture  that  engraving  is  still  capable  of  vast  ad¬ 
vances.  Excellent,  we  repeat,  as  are  many  of  the 
prints  of  the  time  to  which  we  are  referring,  we  lure 
not  acquainted  with  one  which  can  compel  us  to  feel 
that  the  art  has  reached  its  zenith. 

Neither  need  we  dwell  more  particularly  on  the 
days  of  Woollett,  Strange,  and  Sharpe  ;  for  our 
present  pnrpo.se  does  not  force  upon  us  the  un¬ 
gracious  necessity  of  pointing  out,  in  the  works  of 
these  great  men,  the  portions  in  which  we  think 
they  might  be  surpassed.  They  made  a  gigantic 
stride  in  the  improvement  of  their  art ;  and  they 
deserve,  especially  the  two  first,  the  high  encomium 
of  having  imparted  to  engraving  an  entirely  new 
aspect ;  and  of  having  originated  that  style  which  is 
now  adopted  by  the  whole  English  school  of  en¬ 
gravers.  Without,  therefore,  further  dissertation 
u|)on  the  past,  we  will  at  once  proceed  to  the  pre¬ 
sent  times  ;  in  which,  though  we  may  not  hitherto 
have  any  names  to  vie  with  those  we  have  cited,  the 
art  has  certainly  revealed  qualities  of  the  existence 
of  which  no  previous  practice  ever  exhibited  any 
evidence.  In  establishment  of  this  assertion  we 
need  only  refer  to  all  the  best  engravings  for  Iwoks, 
whether  of  figures  or  landscapes ;  and  to  the  ad¬ 
mirable  combination  of  beautiful  execution  with 
vigour  of  effect,  which  wc  occasionally  find  in  some 
of  the  large  plates.  In  respect  to  the  former  merit, 
probably  nothing  can  ever  exceed  that  chef-cCaeuvre 
of  Mr  James  Heath,  “  The  Riots  in  1780  ;**  but  in 
“  May-day  in  the  time  of  Queen  Elizabeth,**  by 
James  Henry  Watt,  we  find  a  union  of  the  two. 
In  this  latter  print  we  discern  qualities  which  we 
believe  no  preceding  artist  ever  to  have  manifested  ; 
and  we  feel  confident  that  it  is  in  the  power  of  the 
individual  who  possesses  them  to  become  not  only 
the  first  engraver  of  his  time,  but  the  superior  of 
all  his  predecessors.  Such  a  proud  and  honourable 
pre-eminence,  however,  can  only  be  attained  by 
judicious  study  and  dauntless  perseverance ;  ad¬ 
mirable  and  enviable  attributes,  in  which  men  of 
great  ability  are  only  too  frequently  lamentably 
deficient. 

That  there  is  very  great  merit  in  the  works  of 
other  existing  engravers,  not  even  a  Ro^al  Acade¬ 
mician  can  deny.  Indeed,  when  we  attentively  re¬ 
gard  all  the  adverse  circumstances  under  which  they 
labour,  we  cannot  but  wonder  at  the  extent  of  their 
ability.  This  consideration  conducts  us  at  once  to 
the  deduction  which  we  principally  wish  to  promul¬ 
gate  ;  that  our  engravers  are  more  clever  than  their 
works,  that  in  them  exists  a  capacity  which  has 
never  yet  been  developed.  The  most  cursory  con¬ 
templation  of  the  productions  of  the  English  school 
will  evince  even  to  the  sceptical,  that  the  English 
engravers  have  a  peculiar  fitness  for  their  art.  In  the 
present  times  many  admirable  plates  have,  no 
doubt,  been  executed  upon  the  continent,  but  the 
style  in  all  of  them  is  hard  ;  and  they  are  evidently  the 
results  of  great  study,  an  admirable  power  of  draw¬ 
ing,  and  a  considerable  ac^aintance  with  the 
sources  of  pictorial  effect.  But  the  Eni(lishman 
alone  seems  to  be  bom  with  a  talent  for  engravit^. 
Who  shall  say  that  this  national  aptitude  and  in¬ 
aptitude  does  not  universally  exist  ?  Throughout 
the  world,  in  every  land,  and  in  every  time,  all  races 
and  tribes  of  men  have  manifested  collectively 
some  particular  ability  and  deficiency.  From  the 
days  of  Tubal-cain*s  followers,  the  cunning  “  arti¬ 
ficer  in  brass  and  iron,”  down  to  the  present  hour, 
each  nation  has  had  its  characteristic,  both  negative 
and  positive.  France,  for  instance,  with  all  its 
great  talent  and  cultivation,  is  conspicuously  want¬ 
ing  in  celebrated  names  in  painting,  sculpture,  and 
music ;  while  Italy,  pitiably  defective  as  it  is  in 
other  respects,  can  boast  so  many  that  the  mere 
enumeration  of  them  would  be  wearisome. 

The  same  argument  is  equally  applicable  to  all 
people.  We  have  had  some  eminent  painters,  it  is 
true  ;  our  sculptors,  too,  have  occasionally  pos¬ 
sessed  great  merit ;  and  Purcell  and  Dr  Arne  have 
composed  many  beautiful  airs.  Neverthelws,  we 
certainly  cannot  flatter  ourselves  with  the  belief  that 
we  are  renowned  for  our  prodiictiony  in  painting, 
sculpture,  and  music.  Freely  may  this  admission 
be  made  by  the  most  jealous  'patriot ;  for  an  amply 
abundant  claim  to  the  highest  celebrity  still  reiniwns 
to  Its.  We  only  now  advert  to  our  generit*  deficiencies, 
to  show  that  we  arc  not  actuated  by  a  silly  nationality 
m  asserting  the  pretenaion  of  our  engravers  to  a  pe¬ 


culiar  and  unrivalled  fitness  for  their  art.  Let  any¬ 
body,  we  repeat,  only  cursorily  study  the  productions 
of  the  English  school,  contrast  them  with  those  of 
the  continent,  and  he  will  not  deny  us  the  posses¬ 
sion  of  this  national  aptitude. 

That,  with  very  few  exceptions,  the  best  English 
engravers  posses.^  many  faults,  every  admirer  and 
well-wisher  of  the  act  cannot  hesitate  to  admit  ;  but 
they  are  the  faults  which  arise  iu  the  engraver’s  want 
of  education,  not  in  the  absence  of  natural  disposition 
and  ability.  In  the  Englishman  is  rarely  found  any  of 
the  admirable  qualilies  common  to  his  foreign  com¬ 
petitors  :  his  |K>wer  of  drawing  is  lamentably  li¬ 
mited  ;  his  general  knowledge  of  art  is  most  im¬ 
perfect  ;  ami  he  never  studies  the  sources  of  pic¬ 
torial  effect,  or  indeed  aught,  except  the  mere  means 
of  which  a  plate  is  composed.  He  is  too  frequently 
a^  mere  unmtellectual  copyist ;  he  gazes  dully  at 
his  original,  and  he  mimics  every  defect.  Never  docs 
he.  remember  that  that,  which  is  slovenly  in  painting 
is  doubly  ofiensivc  in  engraving  ;  the  one  being  a 
vague,  and  the  other  essentially  a  definite  art.  Con- 
sequently  we  constantly  see  in  large  English  prints 
of  partially  great  merit,  all  the  less  prominent  figures 
with  hands  like  claws,  and  feet  fore-shortened  into 
the  resemblance  of  clubs.  But  in  spite  of  these 
abundant  and  great  defects,  tliere  is  in  him  that  ma¬ 
terial  which  no  native  of  the  continent  has  ever  yet 
|K)sscssed,  or,  at  least,  evinced,  and  which  educa¬ 
tion  might  fashion  into  incomparable  excellence. 
Indeed,  we  hope  to  live  to  see  the  day  when  England 
shall  be  proiul  of  her  engravers  ;  and  their  renown 
shall  be  spread  throughout  the  civilized  world. 

In  our  last  notice  we  alliulcd  to  a  large  print  recently 
published.  By  an  unambiguous  reference  to  it  we 
could  most  strikingly  exemplify  the  English  en¬ 
graver's  singular  union  of  natural  ability  with  the 
most  extraordinary  ignorance  of  all  the  highest  prin¬ 
ciples  of  his  art.  But  the  work  contains  so  much 
merit,  and  has  been  the  object  of  the  toil  of  so  many 
years,  that  we  feel  reluctant  to  name  it  for  the  pur- 
i^se  of  directing  the  public  attention  to  its  defects. 
To  the  few,  however,  who  interest  themselves  in 
the  art  of  engraving  a  sufficient  indication  is  given  ; 
and  the  well-informed  among  them  will  only  too 
freely  admit  the  justice  of  our  reprobation. 

In  our  next  paper  we  will  advert  to  some  of  the 
causes  of  this  glaring  defectiveness  in  our  engravers^. 

In  our  last  Aotice  we  omitted  to  insert  the 
names  of  the  two  prints  engraved  by  Mr  Robin¬ 
son,  to  which  we  referred  with  unqualified  praise. 
They  are,  The  Emprror  Theodosius  refused  ad¬ 
mittance  into  the.  Church  by  Saint  Ambrose,  after 
the  Massacre  of  Thessnlonica,  by  Vandyke  ;  and 
Portrait  of  Rubens,  by  the  same  painter.  Wc 
also  neglectetf  to  state  that  Mr  Robinson  is  un 
Honorary  Member  of  the  Royal  Academy  of  St 
Petersburgh :  for  a  tar  distant  desfmtism  has  hml 
taste  and  sagacity  enough  to  discern  his  merits  ;  and 
spontaneously  to  award  to  the  foreigner  and 
stranger  those  honors  which  free  and  liberal  Eng¬ 
land  pertinaciously  denies  to  the  urgent  and  just  so¬ 
licitations  of  some  of  the  most  ingenious  and 
meritorious  of  her  native  artists.

With  respect  to  corporations,  the  right  hon.  baronet  as- 
sentd  to  the  existence  of  them  in  all  towns  in  Ireland 
containing  a  population  of  more  than  fifteen  thousand 
persons— on  the  distinct  provision,  however,  that  what¬ 
ever  franchise  may  ultimately  be  fixed,  it  must  be  a 
hona  ide  one.  The  right  hon.  baronet  proceeded  to  ex¬ 
press'  himself  strongly  in  favour  of  a  qualification 
founded  on  the  rating  under  the  poor  law  bill;  and 
went  on  to  recommend  that  a  ten>pouiid  franchise  should 
be  universally  exacted,  as  recommended  in  another  part 
of  the  kingdom,  by  the  Scottish  municipal  commis¬ 
sioners,  in  every  town  where  the  ten-pound  householders 
are  above  a  hundred  in  number ;  this  qualification  to 
arise  out  of  twelve  months*  possession  and  six  months’ 
occupancy  of  a  house,  or  a  house  and  land  conjointly, 
within  the  limits  of  the  borough,  assessed  at  that  value 
for  the  poor  rate  ;  the  boundaries  of  boroughs,  and  the 
division  of  them  into  wards,  to  be  fixed  in  conformity 
with  the  report  of  the  boundary  commissioners  in  1836. 
The  right  hon.  gentleman  next  proposed  that  the  ma¬ 
nagement  of  corporate  property  be  in  all  cases  confided 
to  the  corporations,  always  with  this  restriction,  that  it 
can  only  be  made  applicable  to  legitimate  corporate  pur¬ 
poses.  Tolls,  if  possible,  to  be  abolished,  when  they 
shall  have  ceased  to  be  the  security  for  existing  debts. 
An  uniform  system  of  police  to  be  established ;  and  if 
additional  force  be  required  in  any  town,  the  addition  to 
be  paid  for  out  of  the  corporate  funds.  But  the  whole 
police,  whether  for  day  or  night  service,  to  be  under  the 
eontrol  of  the  crown.  The  nominations  of  sheriffs  in 
towns  to  be  absolutely  vested  in  the  government ;  an 
uniform  and  effective  mode  to  be  adopted  for  audit 
iog  the  accounts  of  the  corporation  ;  but  with  respect  to 
charity  trustees,  that  time  be  allowed  for  consideration, 
and  that  the  present  plan  be  continued  till  parliameut  shall 
otherwise  determine.  In  the  mean  time  all  vacancies  in  ex¬ 
isting  trusts  to  be  filled  up  by  the  Lord  Chancellor  ;  and 
the  trustees,  where  church  purposes  are  concerned,  to  be 
members  of  the  Established  Church.  Sir  Robert  after¬ 
wards  went  on  to  say  that  he  considered  It  advisable  that 
separate  provision  be  made  for  the  administration  of  jus¬ 
tice  iu  the  city  of  Dublin  ;  but  rather  than  give  rise  to 
a  luipioion  that  he  was  actuated  by  any  party  oLQects, 
be  would  not  insist  on  this  being  peremptorily  a  portion 
of  his  plan.  With  respect  to  the  smaller  towns,  the 
^gbt  hon.  baronet  stated  that  |ie  did  not  see  the  necessity 
for  forcing  upon  them  the  expensive  establishment  of 
municipal  corporations,  but  thought  that  it  would  answer 
every  purp^  if  the  corporate  funds  were  administered 
by  authorities  chosen  by  the  public  voice.  If  any  of 
mese  smaller  towns  should  be  desirous  of  corporate  in- 
mtuUons,  a  charter  might  lie  granted,  on  an  application 
to  the  Lord  Lieutenant  by  a  roigoritjr  of  the  ten-pound 
ouseholders.  After  Sir  Robert  Peel  had  finished  his 
statement.  Lord  John  Russell  rose  and  said  he  did  not 
ttitate  to  indulge  in  the  most  favourable  anticipations

confesa,  and  he  did  confess,  that  he  had  prseaed  upon  l.ord 
Grey  frequently  that  any  settlement  of  the  Irish  church 
must  be  totally  unsatisfactory  unless  a  porttou  of  the  re¬ 
venues  ef  that  church  were  devoted  to  j^neral  edneatkia ; 
and  when  he  was  assured  by  Lord  Grey  that,  thoogli  not 
differing  from  him  in  principle,  it  wae  not  his  opinion  that  it 
could  ^  carried  into  effect,  seeing  what  were  the  opinions 
that  prevailed  in  this  country,  he  (Lord  John)  was  obliged 
to  confess,  in  stating  this  opinkm  of  l^ird  Grey,  and  hie 
being  perfectly  right  as  to  the  result,  that  though  he 
might  incur  the  reproach  of  many  who  might  say,  and 
must  say  unjustly,  tnat  he  had  receded  from  a  pnnriple 
which  he  believed  to  be  favourable  to  the  general  good  of  the 
country,  yet  still,  if  this  great  measure  could  ue  passed, 
whatever  reproach  he  might  undergo,  it  would  be  a  great 
satisfaction  to  him  to  think  that  he  had,  iu  establi^ing 
for  Ireland  a  measure  not  only' of  great  practical  benefit, 
but  also  one  extending  privileges  to  that  roantry,  thus 
proved  that  the  legislature  of  the  United  Kingdom  was 
disposed  to  consider  the  Irish  questions,  with  a  view  to  such 
adjustment  of  them  as  would  conduce  to  the  benefit  of  the 
Irish  people.  (Cheers.)** 

— Mr  O’Conn KLL  then  rose  and  also  bore  willing  testi¬ 
mony  to  the  tone  and  temper  of  the  leader  of  the  oppo¬ 
sition,  but  he  insisted  strongly  that  the  effect  of  the 
poor  law  for  Ireland,  and  of  regulating  the  elective  fran¬ 
chise  by  it,  would  be  to  diminish  the  present  constitu 
ency  most  materially.  The  hon.  and  learned  gentleman 
next  proceeded  to  observe 

Tithes  had  been  connected  by  the  right  hon.  baronet 
with  the  municipal  franchise;  but  no  two  subjects  could  be 
more  different  from  each  other  than  the  question  of  tithes 
and  of  mnnicipal  reform.  In  discussing  tithes  they  might 
say  that  they  would  make  a  satisfactory  arrangement  by 
calling  tithes  a  rent-charge,  and  placing  the  burden  on  the 
landlords,  which  the  landlords  would  anerwards  place  upon 
the  tenants ;  but  the  people  of'  Ireland  could  not  tku$  be  de~ 
luded.  The  essential  difficulty  in  this  question  had  been 
overlooked,  or  it  had  been  placed  by  the  right  hon.  gentle¬ 
man  in  the  background.  The  great  diffictUty  of  the  Irink 
tithe  question  was,  that  there  were  in  Inland  7.200,000  per- 
sons  who  did  not  belong  to  the  established  church.  The  esta¬ 
blished  church  was  the  church  but  of  RtKI,0<m  persons.  There 
were  6, 500, IKK)  Catholics  ;  there  were 700, OtNf  Presbyterians; 
and  in  a  nation  of  8,000,000  they  talked  of  coming  to  a  sa¬ 
tisfactory  arrangement  for  an  establishment  of  8(Ht,000. 
(Hear,  hear.)’* 

Mr  O’Connell  said  in  conclusion — 

“  He  was  exceedingly  glad  that  the  right  hon.  baronet, 
who  was  the  representative  of  a  great  party,  no  longer  al¬ 
leged  that  the  people  of  Ireland  were  unfit  to  be  entrusted 
with  corporate  institutions.  This  evening  he  trusted  had 
commenced  the  conciliation  which  had  been  so  long  promised. 
He,  perhaps,  had  met  it  with  more  suspicion  than  the  event 
would  justify,  and  he  should,  indeed,  be  glad  if  it  turned  out 
that  Ills  apprehensions  were  groundless  ;  hut  those  who  had 
suffered  by  years  of  false  promises — and  they  were  aware 
that  his  country  had  suffered  hy  false  promises  for  centuries, 
by  excited  hopes  which  turned  out  to  be  mere  delusions — 
people  who  had  been  thus  deceived  and  disappointed  might 
be  excused  if  they  were  neither  very  sanguine  nor  credulous. 
All  they  asked  for  were  equal  advantages  with  this  country : 
they  desired  no  more.  Wnat  had  been  suggested  with  re¬ 
ference  to  the  tithe  question  might  possibly  meet  the  exist¬ 
ing  difficulties ;  he  could  not,  however,  promise,  though  he 
hoped,  that  tranquillity  would  follow.  In  conclusion  he  im¬ 
plored  them,  witn  reference  to  both  the  tithe  and  the  muni¬ 
cipal  corporation  questions,  to  act  generously  towards  the 
people  of  Ireland,  and  he  was  convinced  that  if  they  did  so 
the  Irish  jieople  would  not  fail  to  meet  them  with  equal  ge¬ 
nerosity.  (Cheers.)” 

—  Mr  Shaw  next  rose,  and  spoke  as  if  ministers  had 
eome  to  the  resolution  of  giving  up  the  principle  of  ap¬ 
propriation,  not  because  it  was  unattainable,  but  because 
it  was  bad  in  itself.  — Upon  this  Lord  John  Russell 
again  rose  and  said — 

*<I  fully  adhere  to  the  opinions  I  have  repeatedly  ex¬ 
pressed,  and  the  reason  why  we  have  not  introduced  into  the 
present  bill  a  clause  founded  upon  them  is,  simply,  that  we 
did  not  think  we  could  carry  it.  If  I  believed  that  we  stood 
any  chance  of  carrying  the  principle  of  appropriation,  I  would 
propose  it  to-morrow ;  but  we  nave  given  way  bemuse  we 
were  most  anxious  not  to  do  anything  which  would  postpone 
or  prevent  the  accomplishment  of  what  in  itself  is  a  consi¬ 
derable  good.” 

The  debate  concluded  with  a  few  words  from  various 
members — 

**  Mr  Wand  said,  that  entertaining  the  opinions  which  it 
was  well  kaown  he  did  on  this  question  of  appropriatioa,  yet, 
could  he  suppose  for  a  moroeat  that  such  a  proposal  as  that 
which  had  oeen  laid  before  the  house  that  night,  could  be 
the  basis  of  a  *  fioal  and  satisfactory  settlement.*  he  should 
be  as  ready  as  any  one  to  wave  any  peculiar  predilections  of 
his  own  in  favour  of  a  particular  course  of  action ;  but  he  did 
not  conceive  any  final  settlement  could  be  founded  on  the 
basis  proposed.  The  hon.  member  concluded  with  stating 
that  he  should,  at  some  stage  of  this  negotiation,  take  the 
sense  of  the  liouse  on  this  principle,  even  if  he  stood  alone ; 
and  he  should  do  it  by  way  of  an  instruction  to  the  commit¬ 
tee.  (Hear,  hear.) 

l.ord  Clements  objected  to  the  manner  in  which  the 
great  Irish  questfons  had  been  clubbed  together,  more  parti¬ 
cularly  consider  ing  the  period  of  the  session. 

Mr  S.  O’Brien,  as  an  Irish  member,  begged  to  thank 
the  right  hon.  baronet  for  the  tone  of  conciliation  ha  had 
adopted.  (Hear,  hear.)  The  compromise  proposed  waaoim 
which  government  could  accede  to  witliout  the  slightest  di¬ 
minution  of  honour.  (Hear,  hear.) 

Mr  8laNEY  was  glad  to  find  that  at  length  a  better 
spirit  had  entered  into  their  councils.  (Hear,  hear.l  Ho 
lagged  most  heartily  to  thank  the  right  bon.  baronet  fur  the 
course  he  had  taken.  (Hear.)” 

After  a  statement  from  Lord  John  Russell  that  the  eom- 
mitlec  would  resume  on  Friday,  the  other  orders  of  the 
day  were  disposed  of,  and  the  house  adjourned  at  half¬ 
past  nine.

DINNER  TO  MR  HUME. 

On  Tuesday  a  public  dinner  waa  given  by  the  Re’-' 
formers  of  Brentford  and  its  vicinity  to  Joseph  Hume,* 
Esq.,  M.  P.,  for  the  purpose  of  presenting  him  with  a 
piece  of  plate  subscribed  for  by  the  Reformers  of  the 
Brentford  pulling  district.  T'he  dinner  was  served  in  a 
large  and  handsome  tent  erected  in  tlie  grounds  of  Mr 
C.  L.  Allen,  in  the  New  Northroad,  Old  Brentford. 
The  arrangements  were  on  the  most  splendid  and 
liberal  scale.  At  four  o’clock  upwards  of  4U0  gentle¬ 
men  sat  down  to  dinner,  William  Clay,  Esq.,  M. P.,  in 
the  chair,  sup)>orted  by  the  most  influential  gentlemeft 
of  the  Liberal  party  in  Middlesex,  and  a  number  of  inde« 
pendent  members  of  Parliament. — The  Chairman  pro¬ 
posed  her  Majesty’s  health  with  great  eloquence,  whidff 
was  fervently  responded  to.  In  returning  thanks  for  thrf 
tosst  of  tbe  “  Army  and  Navy”— Sir  G.  Db  Lacy 
Evans  slated  that  he  could  not  deny  himself  the  pleasure 
and  gratification  of  attending  a  meeting  assembled  foxg 
the  purpose  of  doing  honour  to  one  of  the  most  aetivc, 
one  of  tbe  most  useful  (cheers),  one  of  the  moat  unoom* 
promising  (cheers),  one  of  the  most  straightforward  and 
public-spirited  men  who  had  ever  appeared  in  Parlia¬ 
ment.  (Cheers.)  It  was  impossible  for  really  honest 
and  independent  public  men  to  agree  upon  all  question# 
(cheers);  but  since  he  (Sir  G.  I)e  I^ey  Evans)  had 
had  the  lionour  of  a  seat  in  Parliament,  he  had  seerf 
the  conduct  of  Mr  Hume,  and  he  had  never  seen  any¬ 
thing  but  what  excited  his  admiration,  and  he  knew  no 
man  who  more  deserved  the  respect  and  gratitude  of  bis 
countrymen  than  Mr  Hume  did.  (Loud  cheers.) — The 
Chairman  now  introduced  the  huaine  s  of  the  evening, 
and  the  plate*  was  presented  to  Mr  Hume  by  Mr  Allen 
in  an  appropriate  address.  Mr  Hume’i  health  was  next 
proposed  by  the  Chairman,  and  drank  with  enthusiasm. 
In  acknowledging  this  kindness,  Mr  Hume  boasted, 
amidst  loud  cheering,  that  throughout  hia  publie  life  he 
had  opposed  constantly  the  confinement  of  the  benefit  of 
government  to  the  few  and  the  oppression  of  the  many, 
the  weak,  and  the  powerless.  (Cheers.)  When  he 
entered  publie  life  thirty  years  ago,  a  long  continuance 
of  Tory  misrule  had  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  few  the 
power  of  oontrolling  the  happiness  of  the  many,  and 
against  this  principle  of  mono|M}ly  and  exeiusion  all  hia 
efforts  had  been  directed.  (Cheers.)  His  honourable 
friend  had  alluded  to  an  important  part,  though  not  all 
the  duty  which  he  had  discharged ;  hut  whilst  he  had 
tieen  calumniated  in  the  highest  quarters  by  attending  to 
pounds,  shillings,  and  pence,  he  cared  not  fur  this;  be¬ 
cause  he  knew  that  pounds,  shillings,  and  pence  were 
the  god  whom  all  adore  (cheers)  ;  and  he  had  dieeovered 
that  the  greatest  evil  which  could  befal  hit  uppunents 
was  to  deprive  them  of  the  pounds,  shillings,  and  pence 
wrung  from  the  hard  earnings  of  the  poor.— Mr  D.  W, 
Harvey  Rfierwards  spoke,  and  Mr  Hawes,  amidst  much 
applause,  proposed  **  Vote  by  ballot,”  which,  if  it  had 
been  in  existence,  would  have  seated  Mr  Hume  as  mem¬ 
ber  for  Middlesex.- Mr  Ewart  then  proposed  the  health 
of  Mr  Byng  (great  cheering).— Mr  Btno  returned 
his  grateful  thanks  for  the  honour  done  to  him  and  to 
the  Liberal  members  of  the  House  of  Commons.  Mr 
Byng  alluded  to  the  defeats  and  disasters  they  hsd  under¬ 
gone — attributing  them  to  supineness.  They  eould  only 
repair  these  misfortunes  by  their  own  exertions ;  they 
must  apply  themselves  to  the  registration,  and  must 
enlist  with  them  every  man  who  wished  to  keep  up  the 
real  spirit  of  liberty  (loud  cheers),  and  they  ought  to 
make  it  a  point  to  return  Mr  Hume  again.  (Loud 
cheers.) — Mr  C.  P.  Villisrs  then  proposed,  amidst 
much  applause,  ”  Tlie  extensiunnf  the  elective  franehite." 
Other  toasts  followed,  and  the  company  did  not  separate 
till  a  late  hour.

•jreek  Toting  with  much  expedition  and  good-humour 
the  Budget  for  JSm  In  Tuesday's  sitUngs  a  large  por¬ 
tion  of  the  Home  Minister’s  demands  were  conceded, 
the  annual  grant  of  l,200,000f.  to  the  Academia  Royal  { 
de  Musiqua,  Italian  Opera,  Opera  Comique,  Th^tre 
Franeaise,  and  Odeon,  or,  second  Theatre  Francaise, 
being  the  only  item  that  gare  rise  to  any  discussion. 
3f.  Liadieras  mored  an  amendment  towsHs  reducing 
tba  allowance  to  the  musical  theatres,  and  rendering  the 
management  of  the  Odeon  independent  of  the  Theatre 
Francaise,  bewailing  the  injury  which  the  connection 
between  the  two  theatres  had  inflicted  upon  the  former. 

To  the  ckefo^auvre  of  our  great  masters,**  said  the 
hon.  gentleasea,  amidst  increasing  laughter,  **  to  the  works 
of  their  imitators,  soon  sncceeded  certain  Garmanico«Italian 
operas,  the  words  of  which,  profeesiog  to  be  French,  were 
often  more  German  than  the  ronsic.  We  beheld,  next,  a 
monkey _ an  imitator  of  the  famous  Jocko — ^gambolling  and 

K inning  upon  the  stage  of  Moliere.  Then  followed  what  1 
ould  not  believe  had  I  not  seen  it — aik  elephant!  As, 
alXer  a  parsonage  of  that  importance  the  crescendo  was  im¬ 
possible,  and  there  was  no  hope  of  procuring  a  greater,  the 
doors  were  closed.  The  Odeon  is  dead,  quite  dead,  but  it 
may  come  to  life  again,  thrive  long,  for  ever  even,  if  it 
will  but  prefer  to  German  or  Italian  music  the  more  har- 
monious  mnsic  of  Racine’s  lines,  and,  above  all,  if  it  will 
not  procure  its  principal  performers  from  the  menagerie  of 
the  Jardin  des  Plants.'* 

M.  de  Montalivet’s  eloquence  counteracted  the  im- 
preMion  made  by  the  humorous  champion  of  the  classic 
drama,  and  the  subsidy  to  the  royal  theatres  was  voted 
without  change  or  reduction. 

Tua  LAST  CoNSPlRACT  AGAINST  LoUlS  PhILIPFE. — 
^The  trial  of  Hubert  and  those  implicated  with  him 
has  taken  place  in  the  Paris  Court  of  .Assize.  Made¬ 
moiselle  Grouvelle  was  the  heroine  of  the  banc  de* 
acensSst  and  appeared  to  belong  to  the  better  class 
of  society.  **  She  was.  elegantly  attired  (says  Galig^ 
naai),  wearing  a  white  bonnet  ornamented  with  roses, 
a  mantilla  trimmed  with  lace,  and  a  bouquet  of 
violets  in  her  hand.**  Her  father  was  one  of  the 
secretaries  of  the  Executive  Directory.  The  following 
is  a  list  of  the  accused  1.  Laure  Grouvelle,  35  years 

of  age,  no  profession.  2.  Louis  Hubert,  23  years  of 

age,  currier.  3.  Jacob  Steuble,  22  years  of  age,  jour¬ 
neyman  mechanical  instrument  maker.  4.  Jean  Vin¬ 
cent  Giraud,  35  years  of  age,  tradesman’s  clerk.  5. 
Antoine  Napoleon  Annat,  35  years  of  age,  currier.  6. 
I^on  Uidier  Valentin,  24  years  of  age,  student  in  law. 
7.  Jules  Armand  Marie  Leproux,  29  years  of  age,  sup¬ 
plementary  judge  of  the  civil  tribunal  of  Vervins.  6. 
Amrdee  Hercule  l^eopoid  da  Vauquelin,  46  years  of 
age,  proprietor,  resident  at  Algy,  near  Falaise. — No  new 
or  interesting  fact  has  been  elicited  during  this  trial. 
Hubert  is  a  poor  fool,  and  yet  be  certainly  lias  the  best 
of  the  argument  with  the  judge  who  condescends  to 
argue  with  him.  Steuble,  the  German  mechanician, 
seems  not  to  have  two  ideas ;  and  certainly  Mdile. 
Grouvelle  could  not  have  selected  a  more  brute  pair  of 
instruments.  Regicide  is  evidently  on  the  decline  in 
France.  Fieschi  was  the  ruffianly  perfection  of  the 
character:  Alibaud  and  Meunier  were  less  and  less  re- 
spectable  :  Hubert  seems  to  be  the  last  degree  of  insig¬ 
nificance  and  imbecility.  The  mania  must  eipire  with 
him.  After  a  duratiou  of  several  days,  the  trial  termi¬ 
nated  on  Friday  week.  The  jury  brought  in  a  verdict 
of  guilty  against  five,  with  extenuating  circumstances  in 
favour  of  four,  and  acquitted  the  three  others.  Hubert, 
declared  guilty  of  having  formed  a  plot  for  the  overthrow 
of  the  Government,  was  sentenceil  to  transportation  for 
life;  Mademoiselle  Grouvelle,  Steuble,  and  Annat,  his 
accomplices,  to  five  years’  imprisonment ;  and  Giraud  to 
three  years  of  the  same  penalty.  The  verdict  of  the  jury 
ezeited  the  moat  violent  uproar  among  the  prisoners,  the 
l>ar,  and  the  whole  auditory.  Hubert,  drawing  a  knife, 
attempted  to  stab  himself,  but  was  prevented,  and  dis¬ 
armed  by  the  two  municipal  guards  seated  by  his  sides. 
His  rage  was  so  grsat,  that  the  soldiers  could  hardly  keep 
him  in  tha  dock.  His  counsel  and  coaccused  endeavoured 
to  calm  him,  and  invited  him  to  take  courage.  **  Yes, 

yet,”  eiclaimed  Hubert,  ••  1  shall  have  courage . Hut 

that  woman-i-that  angel  (pointing  to  Mademoiselle 

Grouvelle,  and  then  shaking  his  fist  at  the  jury) . ye 

corrupt  men— She  is  innocent! . You  have  condemned 

virtue . The  infamy  of  your  verdict  shall  fall  on  you 

. I  should  have  wished  to  cover  you  with  iny  blood 

. ye  vile  knaves  I  *’  The  President  ordered  the  guards 

to  remove  Hubert,  but  the  accused  offered  a  most  dispe- 
rate  resistance,  and  it  was  with  the  utmost  difficulty 
they  were  at  last  able  to  execute  the  orders  of  the  Court. 
Steuble  fainted  during  the  acene,  and  was  carried  out  of 
the  dock.  In  tht  meantinie,  a  frightful  tumult  arose  in 
the  hall.  Grusiis,  hisses,  and  cries  of  **  Murder  !  ”  were 
heard  on  all  sides,  and  the  President  was  obliged  at  last 
to  call  in  the  guards  and  cause  the  hall  to  be  Reared. 
After  a  sliort  suspension,  the  doors  were  again  opened 
to  the  public,  and  the  President  pronounced  the  judg¬ 
ment.  Hubert,  Steuble,  Giraud,  Annat,  and  Mademoi¬ 
selle  Grouvelle  have  since  appealed  to  the  Court  of 
Cassation  against  the  senteuoe  of  the  Court  of  Assises. 

SPAIN. 

'flic  news  of  the  last  few  days  is  favourable  to  tlie 
liberal  cause  in  Spain.  There  is  no  doubt  whatever  of 
she  disposition  of  the  mass  of  the  Basque  people,  the 
troops,  and  their  leaders,  to  shake  off  all  connection  with 
Don  Carlos  and  his  pretensions.  They  l»egin  to  see 
clearly  that  Spain  rejects  him,  and  that  it  is  with  their 
•nfiwbled  reeourcee  and  their  blood,  assisted  hy  a  trifliug 
aid  in  money  from  abroad,  be  is  attempting  the  eooqueat  I 
of  the  whole  country.  DisaSeeiion  reigns  throughout 
those  provinceat  and  there  is  every  reason  to  Mieve 
that  the  partisanv  of  Munagorri  are  increasing.  He  Is 
said  to  have  300  arnuMl  meu,  and  400  more  vailing  fot 
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arms,  which  it  is  not  apprehended  he  will  find  much 
difficulty  in  procuring.  The  accounts  from  Valencia 
end  Catalonia  are  equally  encouraging.  In  the  latter 
principality  tht  Queen's  authority  is  generally  esta¬ 
blished  in  lieu  of  that  of  the  numbers  of  bandit  factions 
by  which  it  was  infested  a  few  months  back.  Much— 
any  all— now  depends  upon  the  wisdom  and  energy  of 
tliat  Government,  It  would  be  wise,  perhaps,  to  yield 
something  with  regsrd  to  the  fuerot  or  privileges ^o. 
Navarre  and  the  Basque  provinces ;  were  it  nierely  to  give 
the  inbabiunts  of  those  districto  a  reasonable  excuse  for 
laying  down  their  arms.  As  to  the  yuero*  themselves, 
it  is  very  doubtful  whether  the  Navarrese,  Ac.  have  any 
atuchmenu  to  aught  but  their  name.  One  thing  is 
quite  ceruin,  that  the  Navarrese  and  Basques  are  not  at 
ail  dispoked  to  see  another  year’s  produce  frittered  away 
in  supporting  Don  Carlos  and  his  eipectant  followers  ; 
therefore  they  will  gladly  side  with  any  aufficiently  sup¬ 
ported  party  which  will  sustain  their  local  interests,  and 
rid  them  of  the  vampires  who  have  been  so  long  gloat¬ 
ing  on  their  heart’s  blood.  The  loan  commission  at 
Madrid  goes  on  slowly.  Latre’s  resignation  obliges 
Espsrtero  to  furnish  Government  another  War  Minister.  | 

_  M.  Thiers  and  his  family  left  Paris  on  Thursday 

week  for  the  waters  of  Cauterets,  whence  they  are  to 
proceed  to  Italy.  M.  Thiers  is  engaged  in  writing  a 
history  of  Florence. 

—  The  Prefect  of  the  Paris  Police  has  issued  an 
ordonnance  regarding  the  use  of  incombustible  canvass 
and  paper  fur  theatrical  decorations,  in  order  to  diminish 
the  danger  of  fire  to  which  the  theatres  are  so  commonly 
exposed,  and  which  has  so  often  originated  in  sparks 
catching  some  part  of  the  scenery. 

_  According  to  the  report  ef  the  budget  of  public 

instruction,  just  published,  there  are  in  France  30,504 
schools  of  primary  instruction  for  boys,  and  14,426  for 
girls;  still  one-seventh  of  the  number  of  French  parishes 
are  without  schools. 

—  The  celebrated  Barere,  president  o?  the  convention 
at  the  trial  of  Louis  XVI,  and  orator  of  the  committee 
of  public  safety,  is  still  living,  in  his  H3d  year,  in  the 
south  of  France,  where  he  is  one  of  the  cuuncil-generale 
of  his  department. 

—  Meunier,  it  appears,  has  been  unsuccessful  in  all 
his  endeavours  to  establish  himself  in  New  Orleans,  or 
in  any  part  of  the  province  of  Louisiana.  He  met  such 
reprobation  that  he  was  driven  to  seek  refuge  in  the 
state  of  Missouri,  where  he  now  lives  in  obscurity.  — Ports 
paper. 

—  A  German  journal  states  that  Prince  Puckler 
Muskau  has  determined  not  to  return  to  Prussia,  but 
to  fix  his  residence  in  Greece,  and  has  adopted  his 
nephew,  to  whom  he  has  ceded  the  administration  of  his 
estates. 

—  Advices  from  Rome,  of  the  15th  ult.,  state  that 
the  religious  differences  between  Prussia  and  the  Holy 
See  were  in  a  train  of  being  amicably  settled. 

—  The  Vienna  Gazette  contains  the  following  impe¬ 
rial  decree: — **  In  order  to  transmit  to  posterity  the 
recollection  of  the  services  rendered  the  Imperial  House 
by  Andreas  Hofer,  his  Majesty  has  been  pleased  to 
direct,  by  a  rescript  of  the  llih  February,  1837,  and  by  a 
new  decision  of  April  22,  1838,  that  the  demesne  left  by 
him  at  Passeir  shall  be  purchased  and  erected  into  a  fief, 
under  the  name  of  Hofer,  and  that  his  descendants  shall 
hold  the  said  fief,  and  have  a  right  to  sit  hereafter  in  the 
states  of  Tyrol,  as  members  of  the  nobility  of  the  province.” 

—  The  Russian  authorities  in  Poland  treat  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  mixed  marriages  in  the  most  despotic  fashion. 
The  officers  and  employes  at  Warsaw  being  all  of  the 
Greek  church,  those  whom  they  wed  are  obliged  to 
adopt  that  faith.  Those  who  impugn  the  order  are 
arrested  and  .punished. 

—  By  a  recent  decree  of  the  republic  of  Mexico,  the 
port  of  Mazatlan,  on  the  Pacific,  has  been  opened  to 
foreign  trade,  a  privilege  of  which  it  had  been  divested 
by  the  tariff  of  March,  1837. 

—  Papers  from  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  to  the  24th 
of  March  contain  an  account  of  the  massacre  by  the 
natives  of  about  two  hundred  and  seventy-five  Dutch 
settlers,  forming  part  of  a  company  who  crossed  the 
frontier  into  the  territory  of  the  CaflVe  chief  Dingaan, 
with  whom  they  were  in  treaty  for  a  lucationy  but  who 
treacherously  betrayed  them. 


POSTSCRIPT. 

LONDON,  Saturday  Morningt  June  2y  1838. 

In  the  House  of  Lords  last  night  many  petitions  on

cumstances  he  (Lord  John  Russell)  consented  to  the  wishei 
of  the  father  upon  his  undertaking  to  take  care  of  him.

The  cabssan 
said  that  ths  bonnet  reeemMed  in  fehnpe  the  one  worn  by  the 
female, — William  Chapmaa,  a  member  of  the  orchestra  of 
CoTsnt  Gardsn  Theatre,  deponed  thht  on  Friday  nii^it,  nbout 
a  qaarter  past  twalra  o*cloclt,  as  he  was  passinif  Wellinifton 
terrace  he  saw  a  maa  and  woman  ipo  into  No.  IS.  The  maa 
had  oo  a  broad-brimmed  hat  and  very  full  whbkers.  He 
wore  dark  clothes. — Coroner :  Could  yoa  Identify  that  person 
if  Tou  were  to  see  him  a^a  ?— From  the  casnal  vbw  I  had 
I  do  not  thiak  I  shoeld  m  enabled  to  do  so  with  any  defree 
of  certainty. — Juror:  Was  he  a  foreigner? — He  was  a  man 
with  a  verv  swarthy  cofn|ilexion — Anderson,  the  beadle, 
was  reoalled,  and  in  answer  tv  different  quectioas,  he  saM 
that  there  were  three  marks  of  blood  in  the  passage  when  he 
examined  the  house,  but  he  saw  no  blood  on  the  handle 
which  opened  the  door  inside,— Inspector  Fbld  ^posed  that 
the  cesspool,  the  chimneys,  an  1  leaden  pipe  rnnnini^  up  the 
house  had  been  examined:  bet  there  was  no  inatrement 
found,  or  anythm^  elsa  which  could  throw  any  litrht  apon  the 
murder,— Emma  Lewis  sxkOi'ned :  I  live  at  Nm  1  Strand 
lane.  I  knew  deceased,  and  was  in  company  with  her  about 
tea  o'clock  oa  Friday  ai^bt  'att.  She  was  acct>mpaBied  by  a 
female  dressed  in  rai>arnin)(.  That  person's  name  is  either 
Julia  Doxman  or  Jnlb  Seymour,  ana  I  have  heard  that  tha 
latter  person  lives  in  Crown  street,  Westminster.  I  sew  de¬ 
ceased  a|(aia  about  half-past  eleven  o'clock  the  same  niKht, 
at  the  Strand  Theatre;  a  tall  Kentlemen  was  in  her  com¬ 
pany  ;  he  had  a  cloak  «m  hb  arm,  and  wore  I'lasses.  I  did 
not  notice  what  kind  of  shaped  hat  he  had  oo.  I  saw  Sey¬ 
mour  last  ni|(ht.  She  did  not  tell  me  who  weat  home  with 
the  deceased,  nor  did  she  say  with  whom  she  was  ia  com¬ 
pany.  The  deceased,  just  before  the  theatre  was  closed, 
tapped  Seymour  oit  the  shoulder,  and  said,  **Jalb,  I  am 

5ol^  out  with  my  fyiend."  I  do  not  know  hb  name.  Thu 
eceased  and  the  man  stood  talking;  to)(ether  oppooHa  the 
theatre  for  some  time,  and  n  cab  waa  atanding  near  them, 

I  but  I  did  not  see  them  get  ieto  it— By  the  Jury :  I  did  not 
I  observe  that  he  had  a  stick— loho  Rockali,  the  waterman 
to  the  rank  of  coaches  opposite  tha  White  Hart,  in  the

Tha  witaees  went  on  to  say  that  he  had  objected  to  the 
girl's  proctitutiag  herself  at  first,  but  that  be  had  not  latterly 
ejected  to  her  going  to  the  theatre. — By  the  coroner  t  They 
both  received  a  ben^t  by  her  prostitution.  The  only  person 
that  he  suspected  of  the  murder  wss  a  man  that  he  saw  out¬ 
side  the  door,  in  the  street,  when  he  ran  out  to  give  the 
alaraa.  Tha  caose  of  hb  suspicion  was,  that  the  maa  ap¬ 
peared  so  eager  to  render  assistance. — Some  circumstencee 
of  suspicioB  attached  to  this  mao,  but  the  coroner  did  not 
Irald  them  suftcieut,  on  cloeer  inquiry,  to  justify  hb  deten¬ 
tion.  The  principnl  of  them  was  that,  on  the  policeman  who 
was  first  ^led  in  after  the  dbcovery  of  the  horrid  transao- 
tKHi  entering  the  room  in  which  the  body  of  the  deceased 
was  found,  ha  observed  the  man  Hubb^  take  up  seven 
tkiUimge  im  silver,  wkick  were  lying  on  tAe  dreeeing^tabUy 


left  the  over-eight  in  the  deceased's  bedroom  standing  oo 
the  roat,^  near  the  street  door. — A  commercial  traveller, 
named  Bird,  who  waa  sleeping  with  a  girl  that  lodged  in  tha 
same  house,  corroborated  thU  evidence.  The  servant  also 
swore—**  I  heard  a  cab  come  up  to  the  door,  and  from  that 
circumstance  conclude  that  my  mbtress  and  the  stranger 
came  home  together  in  a  cab”  The  surgMns  were  examined 
and  deposed  to  the  frightful  wounds  inflicted  on  various 
parts  of  the  deceased.  The  inquest  was  resumed  on 
Wednesday. — Mr  Cook,  the  surgeon,  then  gave  a  more  clear 
account  of  the  state  of  the  bony.  He  said  that  on  Tues¬ 
day,  in  company  with  several  other  medical  roea,  he  examined 
the  deceased,  and  in  addition  to  the  terrible  weunds  in  the 
neck,  there  was  also  a  stab  two  inches  below  the  left  aippla, 
and  about  the  third  of  an  inch  in  depth.  Thera  was  another 
stab  in  an  oblique  direction  directly  over  the  breast  bone. 
There  was  another  wound  in  the  abdomen,  and  one  also  at 
the  back  of  the  left  ear.  These  latter  wounds  did  not  appear 
to  have  been  inflicted  by  an  instrument  that  cut  clean. 
Neither  of  these  wounds  would  have  caused  instant  death, 
hut  they  would  have  done  so  ultimately. — By  tha  co¬ 
roner  I  One  of  the  wounds  was  inflicted  by  stabbing 
through  the  stays,  and  I  imagine  that  the  murderer  seized 
hold  of  the  top  of  the  stays  on  the  opposite  side  with  hb  left 
hand,  and  with  the  other  hand  then  stabbed  her  downwards. 
I  am  also  of  opinion  that  the  murderer  roust  have  turned  up 
her  clothes,  and,  graaping  the  busk  of  her  stay^  stabbed  her 
upwarda,  with  a  view,  as  I  think,  of  piercing  her  heart.  There 
was  no  eflfusion  of  blood  from  these  wounds,  and  1  believe 
they  were  inflicted  after  life  was  extinct.  I  have  alter^  ray 
opinion  since  the  first  holding  of  the  inquest  as  to  the  inflic¬ 
tion  of  the  wound  at  the  back  of  the  neck.  1  at  first  sup¬ 
posed  that  that  injury  was  inflicted  first,  because  I  conaiderM 
after  the  extensive  wound  in  the  front  of  the  neck  the  mur¬ 
derer  could  have  had  no  object  in  inflicting  the  second ;  but 
now  I  am  of  a  different  opinion,  and  I  think  that  the  wound 
on  the  back  of  the  neck  was  perpetrated  after  that  in  ths 
throat,  for  the  purpose  of  aovering  the  head  from  the  body— 
By  the  foreman  qf  the  jury :  The  wounds  might  have  b^n 
inflicted  with  an  instrument  either  with  a  sharp  or  flat  point. 
The  instrument  could  not  have  been  more  than  half  an  inch 
in  width,  because  the  wounds  heve  penetrated  a  rets  con¬ 
siderable  depth,  and  are  only  half  an  inch  wida. — By  the 
coroner :  I  still  believe  that  tne  wounds  in  the  neck  were 
the  cause  of  death.  The  woiiud  on  the  back  of  the  neck  ex¬ 
tended  from  ear  to  ear,  and  tha  vertebna  waa  divided.  The 
pereoo  who  committed  the  act  laust  heve  had  hb  bands  covered 
1  with  blood.  1  saw  no  dbeoloured  water  in  the  room,  aa  If  any 
person  had  cleansed  their  bends.— The  coroner  here  pat  I 
soma  questions  to  Andersoa,  the  beadle,  as  to  whether  be 
found  in  any  of  the  rooms  in  the  house  any  towel  or  cloth 
stained  with  blo^. — Anderson  said  he  did  not,  but  ho  aaw  a 
aapHin  placed  under  her  head,  which  appMred  to  be  tumbled 
as  if  bands  had  beea  wiped  on  it.  Thb  circumstance  he  said 


Strand :  On  Friday  night,  about  twelve  o'clock,  a  female  who 
came  oat  of  the  theatre  called  a  cab.  A  man  was  with  her, 
and  they  told  the  driver  to  go  over  Wateiloo  bridge.  I 
opened  the  door  for  them.  I  am  sure  I  did  not  let  them  into 
the  cab  No.  1149.— Elisabeth  Hubbard,  examined:  I  wae 
married  to  Mr  Hubhard  eleven  years  ago,  and  have  left  him 
since,  and  now  live  at  Pentonville,  and  go  by  the  name  of 
Payne. — In  answer  to  some  other  questions,  she  said  that 
she  had  not  seen  her  husband  for  the  last  four  years,  and 
that  she  was  aware  he  was  living  with  the  deceased,  who 
was  hb  first  cousin.  She  added  that  she  could  give  no  evi¬ 
dence  with  respect  to  the  late  murder. — Inspector  FieM  here 
said  that  the  woman  Seymour  was  not  in  attendance,  hut  that 
he  should  be  enabled  to  procure  her  evidence  if  the  inquiry 
waa  adjourned  for  two  or  three  days.  He  was  also  deairoos 
of  making  a  hirther  search  of  the  dry  arch  of  Waterloo 
bridge  ena  the  neighbourhood  for  the  instrument  with  which 
the  murder  waa  perpetrated.— Mr  Carter  said  he  did  not  see 
any  impropriety  in  Mourning  the  inquiry  until  Monday, 
which  was  accordingly  done.— /To  this  account  we  have  only 
to  add  that  Hubbard  is  still  in  the  house,  No.  12  Wellington 
terrace,  and  continues  in  a  state  of  great  mental  excitement. 
Hb  mother  (aunt  to  the  deceased)  and  hb  abler  are  in  the 
house  with  him.  It  b  state  I  that  he  waa  married  to  hb 
wife,  who  was  examined  on  Wednesday,  in  tha  year  lKi7. 
At  the  time  of  their  marrbg  *sha  was  in  possession  of  cash 
to  the  emoant  of  near  400f.,  as  well  as  articles  of  jewellery 
worth  tMM.  more.  He,  however,  soon  squandered  the  whole 
away,  and  before  eleven  munlhi  had  ela{>se<h  having  beaten 
her  dreedfolly,  he  turned  her  out  of  doors,  from  which  time 
they  have  been  Using  aeperate.  It  b  also  said  that  Hubbard 
waa  very  jealoua  ot  a  gentleman  residing  in  Birmingham, 
for  whom  it  b  known  tha  deceased  had  a  greater  par¬ 
tiality  than  for  any  other  of  her  frianda^  and  that  Hub- 
hard  had  been  heard  to  expreua  himseli  against  her  ac¬ 
companying  that  gentleman  to  Epaom  races,  which  she 
intendea  doing.  Thb  person  has  bean  written  to.  We  have 
also  to  roentioa  that,  a  few  days  after  the  murder.  Inspector

THE  MURDER  OF  ELIZA  GRIMWOOD. 

A  very  shocking  morder,  perpetrated  under  ctrcuBMtances 
which  have  increased  the  interest  always  created  hy  such 
things,  has  spread  through  town  during  the  past  week  much 
curiMitj  and  excitement.  The  report  of  the  alleged  murder 
wu  first  given  by  a  man  lodging  at  No.  12  Wellington  ter- 
nee,  Waterloo  road,  who,  at  six  o'clock  on  Saturday  morn¬ 
ing,  the  26th,  was  observed  to  run  out  of  the  house  calling 
**  Police,”  and  (jaculating  that  a  murder  had  been  perpe¬ 
trated.  At  the  end  of  the  terrace  the  man  alluded  to  met 

C"  enan  31  L,  and  having  apprised  him  that  a  female  had 
murdered,  he  (the  policeman)  immediately  proceeded 
to  the  house,  and  on  entering  the  back  parlour,  which  is 
fitted  up  as  a  bed-room,  *he  ^lield  a  female,  apparently 
about  25  years  of  age,  lying  on  the  floor,  with  her  throat 
rut  in  a  dreadful  manner,  and  quite  dead  :  the  room  waa 
delaged  in  blood.  The  body  was  lying  near  the  entrance 
into  the  room,  and  there  were  several  cuts  or  gashes  across 
her  hundH,  as  if  she  had  struggled  against  her  as- 
sailiot  From  the  inquiries  made  on  the  spot  soon  after- 
wardu  by  the  police  belonging  to  the  division,  it  ap¬ 
peared  that  the  unfortunate  woman,  whose  name  was  Eliza 
Grimwood,  and  who  was  a  remarkably  handsome  young 
female,  had  t^n  for  some  length  of  time  living  with  a  man 
at  the  himse  in  Wellington  terrace ;  and  that,  independently 
w  that  circumstaica,  she  wae  in  the  habit  of  frequenting  the 
tbeetrea,  and  taking  home  gentlemen ;  that  on  those  occa- 
hwes  when  she  was  accompanied  home  by  a  friend,  tha  man 
with  whom  she  lived  retired  to  another  bed  in  the  same 
nous^in  which  it  also  appears  that  there  are  other  lodgers; 
SM  that  on  Friday  she  left  home  in  the  early  part  of  the

THE  MURDER  and  SUICIDE  in  NEWMAN’S 
MEWS.  OXFORD  STREET. 

On  Sunday  morning  last  a  moat  painful  degree  of  excite¬ 
ment  waa  caused  throoghout  the  west  end  of  the  town,  ia 
eooaequeoce  of  the  ducovery  of  a  moet  appalling  murder 
aad  suicide  at  the  house  No.  3  Newman's  mews,  Castle 
street  east.  Oxford  street.  The  nsmee  of  the  deceased  per- 
eoos  ere  Mary  Conway,  a  widow,  about  thirty-fiva  yeere  of 
age,  who  occupied  the  ground  floor  of  the  premises  in  ques¬ 
tion,  and  John  Parker,  a  man  at  least  twenty  years  older,  1^ 
whom  for  aume  time  past  one  of  the  attics  had  been  rented. 
It  appeare  that  the  female  had,  daring  the  last  few  months, 
obtained  a  livelihood  by  mangling,  and  that  the  man  Parker 
wae  paid  a  trifling  sum  per  week  for  assisting  her  in  the  buii- 
neac ;  oo  more  then  one  occaeioo  he  had  fiitimated  tq  her  his 
with  that  they  should  be  united,  but  being  fully  satisfied  by 
the  manner  in  which  she  expressed  berseir  that  the  affection 
waa  not  reciprocal,  flrequeat  bickeringe  took  place  between 
theoh  to  the  great  ennoyeace  of  the  other  inmates,  and 
Parker  has,  it  is  reported,  been  heard  several  timee  to  de¬ 
clare  that  aa  she  had  refosed  him,  she  elumld  have  no  on# 
ebe.

Mat  of  deetmclioo,  a  sharp  pointed  dinner-knife,  was  foond 


part  of  the  rVbt  cheek,  which  she  hod  no  d^bt  receieed 
while  eneairsd  in  a  desperate  strajrKl*  *o  herself.  The 
atmtncio  between  the  poor  women  and  her  relentless  mur¬ 
derer  mast  have  been  of  a  most  violent  description,  as 
Uhles,  chairs,  and  all  the  oilier  articles  of  furniture,  were 
tamed  completely  over.  The  back  parlour,  the  door  of  which 
ww  locked,  waa  iheq  entered  by  the  police,  who  aeeinjf  a 
maa  Ina  aittin|^  posture  on  the  bed,  with  his  head  bent  forward 
and  reotiBi^  on  the  end  of  the  man^^le,  were  about  to  secure 
him  as  the  perpetrator  of  the  barbarous  deed,  and  Serjfeant 
Piper  bad  prepared  handcuffs  and  waa  actually  about  to 
collar  him,  when  it  was  disrovered  that  he  waa  the  man 
Parker,  who  with  a  razor,  which  was  found  b^ide  him,  had 
terminated  hie  own  existence  by  ciittinjf  his  ihrost.  Mr 
Mysrs,  s  snrjteon  •  esidin|f  in  Csstle  strset,  sent  for,  snd 
on  essmisinit  the  b*  dies,  jirave  it  as  his  opinion  that  life  had 
base  manv  honrs  szlinct.  On  s  table  in  the  latter  room  was 
disoovsrsd  s  lettsr  in  the  hsndwriiinjf  of  Parker,  in  nhich 
he  stated  that  ths  dreadful  affair  would  not  have  taken  place 
but  Ibr  the  circumstance  of  the  woman  (Conway)  hnvint^  been 
indnced  to  go  with  other  men,  instead  of  maiTyin|f  him 
(Parker).  The  fo|lowinf(  ia  an  extract:— •** When  1  found 
she  wae  deceiving  me,  (  told  her  if  this  was  the  coerse  of 
life  she  waa  parsuin|(,  I  said  if  I  was  not  to  enjoy  her  any 
SBore,  that  no  other  rosn  ever  should,  for  I  would  put  a  stop 
to  all  that  avil  course  of  life.”  Parker  had  not  been  in  bed 
in  hia  own  room  at  any  period  of  the  previous  ni^ht,  and  the 
letter  alladed  to  was,  from  the  appearance  of  the  ii^t  not 
fresh  written.  These  circumstances  were  all  fully  elicited  at 
the  inqueet,  held  on  Tuesday,  at  which  the  first  witness,  a 
man  naomd  Steel,  irave  the  followini^  frif^btful  evidence : — 
At  nine  e'clock  1  went  to  bed,  and  near  the  morninj^  was 
awoke  by  a  loud  acreaminff.  I  jumped  out  of  bed  and  lis- 
teaad,  when  I  ima^rined  that  the  sound  proceeded  from 
below.  I  raa  down  atairs,  and  found  the  door  of  the  front 
parloar.  which  Mrs  Conway  occupied,  partly  open.  I 
looked  in,  and  saw  her  lyin^  upon  her  side  on  the  floor,  at 
the  riirht  hand  aide  of  the  door.  There  was  a  faint  {^limmer- 
ing  litfht  in  the  room  from  a  small  candle.  I  distinctly  saw 
Parker  on  one  knee,  close  by  the  body,  and  said,  **  Good  God  ! 
Parker,  what's  the  matter?”  He  directly  apranir  on  hia 
feet,  and  exclaimed,  I'll  very  soon  let  you  know,”  at  the 
same  time  Mkm|;  a  sudden  spring  towards  me.  1,  expect¬ 
ing  to  receive  a  violent  blow,  retreated  op  stairs,  when  he 
ceOM  up  to  the  door,  and,  as  I  iasaf^ine,  locked  it.  I  lia- 
taned  for  some  minutes,  hut  heard  no  further  movement  or 
Boiae.  I  mat  a  lad  partly  up  the  stairx,  and  a.skcd  him  to 
look  throoKh  the  window  to  ae'‘  if  anythinif  was  passin^^  ia  ■ 
tha  hack  roero— By  a  juror:  The  deceased  persons  were  in 
the  habit  of  hein^  tot(ether  at  all  hours  of  the  ni|{ht.— 
Coroner:  Did  the  boy  make  any  discovery? — Witness: 
Vast  he  saw  Parker  takinif  off  his  jacket,  and,  as  I  thought 
they  had  settled  the  dispute,  I  went  to  bed.— By  the  coroner : 

I  heard  no  more  that  nijrlit,  hut  at  half-past  ten  next  morn- 
in|f,  1  found  some  one  forcin)f  open  the  shutters  of  the  par¬ 
lour  window,  and  some  one  exclaimed,  **  Good  God !  she's 
murdered  !”  I  have  not  been  in  to  see  either  of  the  bodies, 
as  I  wae  eo  eoefiplelely  overcome  hy  my  feelin)i;s  that  I  could 
not  make  up  my  mind  to  enter  the  room. — Another  witness 
described  the  findini^  of  Parker  (who  lived,  it  appears,  upon 
a  littlo  pro|)ertv  of  hia  own)  ‘*in  a  sitting;  posture  on  the 
ri|rht  tide  of  the  bed ;  his  left  hand  was  resting  on  his 
thi^b,  and  in  hia  throat  wsa  a  lont;  deep  ^apin^  wonnd  ;  his 
shoM  wera  imbedded  in  a  pool  of  hloM,  and  within  a  few 
iacbaa  of  his  left  foot  was  a  razor,  with  which  the  awful 
deed  had  been  per|ietrated.”  The  letter  found  read  like  the 
writioft  of  a  madman.  After  the  evidence  had  been  heard 
at  gjaat  leoirih,  however,  the  jury,  after  a  consultation  of 
about  ten  minniea,  returned  the  followinK  verdict — ^  We 
find  that  Joaeph  Parker  wilfully  murder^  Sahina  Conway 
by  cuttiai^  her  throat,  and  that  he  afterwards  destroyed  liim- 
awf  by  cettinK  hia  own,  heini(  at  the  time  in  a  sane  state  of 
rohid.''

The  gentleman,  who  was  smoking  a  large  pipe,  made 
use  of  dreadful  language,  and  I  was  frightened. — ^[The  inde¬ 
licate  conduct  was  here  described.] — I  cried  with  all  my 
might,  hut  he  held  me  nnd  would  not  let  me  go.  He  said 
that  he  did  not  like  girls  who  made  a  fuss,  bnt  those  who 
were  good-natured.  In  a  few  minutes  the  woman  who  had 
asked  me  to  go  into  the  gaiden  came  up,  and  the  gentleman, 
who  had  giren  roe  some  gingerbread  cakes,  let  roe  out  of  the 
gate.  I  called  to  the  first  policeman  I  met  with,  for  I  was 
so  confuted  that  1  did  not  know  which  way  to  go  home. — 
Pnliceroao  Fevard  deposed  that  he  met  with  the  little  girl 
at  the  back  of  Sir  Hooert's  grounds;  she  was  crying  dread¬ 
fully  at  the  time,  and  said  that  she  had  been  enticed  into  the 
gentleman's  garden,  and  had  been  very  improperly  treated.
